men, a mirrour te deciie and trinmme themſelues with vertuous conditions, comely be- 
hanowrs and honeſt entertaynement toward all men: And to them all in generall, a 
ſiore hon ſe of moſt neceſſary implements for the cornerſation, vſe, and trayni 
of man iſe with Corrtly demeaners. N ere it not that the auncientneſſe of tyme, dr 
degree a Conſul, and the eloquence of Latin ſtile in theſe our dq es beare a greas 
fir oke, I know not whither in the inuention and diſpoſuion of the matter, as Caftili 
hath folowed Cicero, and applyed to bis prerpoſe ſundry examples and pithie ſemences 
owt of him, ſe he may in ſeate comeyaumce and lyke trade of writing, be c ro 
him: ut well I woute for renowme the Italians, he is not inferionr ro him. Ci- 
cero an excelient Oratorr, in three bookes of an Orazerr vnto bus brother, facionech 
ſuch a ene asnener was, nor yet is ike to be ; Caftilio an excellent Cormeyer, in three 
bookes of a Corrtier unto his deare friende, facioneth ſuch a one as is hard to finde, & 
perhaps vnpoſſible. Cicero bringeth in to diſpure of an Orateur, Craſſus, Sceuola, 
Antonius, Cotta, Sulpitius, Catulus, and Ceſar his brother. the nobleft & clue 
feſt Oratowrsin thoſe dayes : Caſtilio to reaſon of a Courtyer. the Lorde Octavian 
Fregoſo, Sir Fridericke hu brother, the Lorde lulian de Medicis,the Lord Ce- 
ſar Gonzaga, the L. Francescomaria Della Roucre , Count Lewis of Canoſ- 
fa, the Led Gaſpar Pallauicin, Bembo, Bibiena, aud ether moſt excelient Ce- 
yers, and «f the noblen families in theſe dayes in Italy. Which all afterwarde be- 
came Princes, Cardinalles, Bi s and great Lordes, and ſome yer in / Bath Cie 
cero and Caſtilio profeſſe, olow not any cert ne appointed order o oy 
rules, 25 is vſed . of youth, but call to rehearſal, — 
their tymes to and fro in the diſputacion of moſt eloquent men and excellent wittes in 
enery worthy qualitie, the one company in the olde tyme aſſembled in Tuſcnlane, and 
the other of late yeresin the new Palaice of Vrbin, where many moſt excellent witres 
in this realme haue made no leſſe of this booke, then the Great Alexander did of Ho 
mer.

well the truth,they ſhall ſee at this day, where the Sciences are moſt tonrned into the 
ar tongue, there ave beſl learned men, and ing it with the contrarie, they 
ſhall alſe finde the effects contrarie. In Italy (v moſt cranſlation of a 
thors is ) not onely for Philoſophie, Logike, Humanitie and all liberall Sciences, 
beth in Greeke and Latine ( leaving a part Barbarus, Naugerius , Sannazarus, 
Bembus, Lazarus and the veſt that of very late dayes beugte Genua, Tomi- 
tanus, Robertellus, Manutius, Pic colhomineus, ere preſently very ſingular, c 
renowmed thr all Chriftendome : but alſo for the ſame in the vulgar tongue 
with little or no 2 at all in the Latin, Aretino, Gelli [ « tayler in Florence] the 
Lord Victoria columna, the L. Dionora Sanſeuerina, he L. Beatrice Lotfreda, 
Veronica Gambera, Virginca Salui, and infinite other mem and women are mf 
famous throughout Italy, whoſe diuine worker and excellent ſtile both in rime and 
proſe giue a ſufficient teffi monie, not onely of their profounde knowledge and noble 
wir, bus alſo b be obtayned m ſtudying onely a mans owne native 
romgue. So that to be i full and exerciſed in amthowrs tranſlated is no leſſe ro be cal- 
led learning , then in the very ſame in the Latin or Greeke tongue. Therefore the 
tranſlation of Latin or Greeke auhouri, doeth not onelye not hinder learning, but is 
farthereth it, yea it is learning it ſelfe, and a great ſtay to yeuch , and the — ende 
to the which they 15 to applye their wines , that with diligence and ſtudye haue 


attayned a perfect to a gap for others to folow their ſieppes, and 
. iſe for 22 — learning, and to fill their minde with

As I therefore haue to tn) ſmall hill beſto- 
wed ſome labour about this peece of worke, een ſo coulde I wiſh with all my heart, 
profounde learned men in the Greeke and Latin make the lyke proofe,and ene- 
rye man ſtore the tongue according to his knowledge and delite aboue other men, in 
ſome piece of lecrning. that we alone of the worlde may not be ſlill counted barbarou 
in otr tongue, as in time out of minde we haue bene in our maners. And ſo ſhall we 
per chaunce in time become as fou in Englande, as the learned men of other n- 
tions haue bene and preſently are. And though the hardneſſe of this preſent matter 
be ſuch,and mine mnikilfulneſſe to undertake this enterpriſe ſo great, that I might 
wyth good eſe bane diſÞayred to bryng to an ende it, that manye -excellens 
rymet have artempred, yer conlde I not chooſe bur yelde to the continuall requeFtes 
and often perſw ans many yohg gentlemen, which haue may chaumce an opinion 
that to be in me, that is not in deede,and vnto whome in any reaſonable matter I were 
vll in, neither I conlde nor onght of duetie to want in fulfilling their deſire. Not-

vertuous ackes, that the moſt famous menne are Gentlemen. By⸗ 
cauſe nature in euery thing hath deepely ſowed that pziuie ſeede, 
Which giueth a certaint fozce and pꝛopertie of hit beginning, vnto 
whatſoever ſpzingeth of it, and makcthit like vnto hirſelfe.Zs we 
ſee dy example,not only in the race of hozſes and other beaſtes; but 
alſo in trees, whoſe flippes n alwayes foz the moſt part 
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art like vnto the lockt of the tree they came from: and ik at anyt 
tymt they growe oute of kinde, the fanlte is in the huſbandman.!: 
Ind the like is in men, ik they bet trayned vppe in god nourtoure, 
moſte commonly they reſemble them from whom they cone; 
and often tymes paſſe them, but if they they haut not one that can 
well traine them vp they grow as it were)wploe, and utuer tone 
to their ripencfſe. Truth it is, whether it be thꝛougb the fauour of 
the ſtarres 02 ofnature , ſome there are bozne indewed with ſuche 
graces, that they ſceme not to haut bene bozn, but rather faſhionro 
with the very hand of ſome God, and a bound in allgodneſſe both 
of bodye and mynde. Js again, wee ſce ſome ſo vnapte and dul, 
that a mannt will not belecue,but nature hath bzought them into 
the wozlde foz a ſpite and mockerie. And like as theſe with con- 
tinuall diligence and geod bzinging vppe foz the moſte parte can 
bzing ſmall kruitt:tuen ſo the other with little attendaunce clime 
to the full perfeifion of al excellencie» Markt me the Lord Hyp- 
politus da Eſte Cardinall of Ferrara, her hath ha dde ſo happyt a 
birth, that his perſon, his countenaunce, his wozds, and all hys 
geſtures are ſo faſhioned and compatt with this grace, that amg 
the moſte auncient pꝛtlates (fo all hee is but yong) bee doth res 
pꝛeſente ſo graut an auffhozity , that a manne wouldt weene hee 
were moze meete to teache, than needefull to learne. Lixewiſe in 
companye with menne and women of all degrees, in ſpozting, it 
laughing, and in itſtyng. hee hath in hym certaine ſweeteneſſe, 
and ſo comely demtanours, that whoſo fpeaketh wyth bym oz 
yct beholdeth hym, muſtt needes beare hym an affeition foz cuer. 
But returning to our purpoſe, I ſaye , that betweene thys excel» 
lent grace, and that fonde feoliſhneſfe, there is yet a meane, and 
they that art not by nature lo perfeifly furniſhed,wyth ſtudyt and 
diligence mayt polifhe and cozreit a great parte of the Tefaultes

for it is a greate teſtimoniall , and appzoued by tyme, that they 
bet god and of pythie ſignification, in that they bet applyed 
to.

ſydes this,cuſtomes be many and dpuerſe,and yt haue not a nota- — "a 


ble Citie in Jtalie,that hath not a dyuerſe maner ofſpcech from all nero tpe⸗ 


the reſt. Tyerefoze if! ye take not the papnes to declare whiche is ches in Italy. 
the beſt, a man may as wel giue himſclfe to the Bergama/k tongue, The Berga: 
as to the Florentine , and to follow youre aduiſe it wert no errour — 
at all. Mt ſcemeth then, who ſo will be out of doubt and well al⸗ barous in 
ſured, it is requiſite foz htm to determine with himſelfe to followe Ifaly. 
one,that by all mens accozd is judged god, and to take bim foz a 

guide alwayes, + foz a ſhield, againſt ſuch as will go about to finde 

fault, and that I thinke ought to bee none other, (J meane in the ,g,,.... 
vulgar tongue) but petrarca c Boccaccio: and Who ſo ſmarutth — 
from theſe two, goeth at all aduenture, as bee that walketh in the 

darke without light, and therefoze many tymes ſtrayeth from the 

right way. But we are ſo hardie nowadayes, that we dildeynt 

to do as other god men of auncient time haue dont:that is to ſa, 

to take diligent heede to following, without the which, J iudge no Imttation. 
man can wzite well. Ind me thine virgill declareth a great triall Birgill 

of this, who foz all that wyth his ſo diuine a witte and iudge⸗ : 
ment, hee toke all hope from his poſteritie foz any to follow him 

at any tyme, yet woulde he follow Homer. Then the Loꝛd Gaſper 

Pallauicin, This diſputation (quoth he) of wzyting in verie deede 

is wozth the hearing : Pet were it moze to our purpoſe, if you 
woulde teach in what ſozt the Courtier ought to ſpeake , foz mee 

thinke he hath moze nerde of that, and he ſerueth his turne oftner 

with ſpeaking than with wzyting. The Ladie iulian aunſwered :

ſtead, and made in this behalfe the alteration that happentth in all 
woꝛldly things: the which alſo hath euermoze chaunced in other 
Speaches tonguts. Foz in tale thoſe auncieat Latin wzitings had laſted hi⸗ 
chaunge from therto, we ſhould ſee that Euander and Turnus, and the other Latirs 
time to time. in thoſe dayts, ſpake otherwiſe than did afterward the laſt kings of 
Th: Puleltcs te Romaines, and the firſt Conſules Pon may ſee the verſes ſung by 
of Mars, tit Salij were (cantly vnderſlod of their poſteritie : but bycauſe it 
was ſo oꝛdeyntd by the firſt inuenters of it, they were not altered 
foz renerence of religion. So from time to tyme Oꝛatoꝛs and Po⸗ 
tts foꝛſoke many wozdes that had beene vled among their pzede-» 
ccſſozs:fo2 Antonius, Craſſus, Hortenſius, and Cicero, tſchutd many 
that Cato had vſcd, and virgill many of Ennius, and ſo did the reſt. 
—— nener Foz albeit they had antiquitie in great renerence , yet did they not 
— out tlitemt them ſo much that they would be ſo bound to them, as you 
with tune. will haue vs now. Pea, where they thought god, they ſpake a⸗ 
> pong, gaynſt them, as Horace, that ſayeth his Pꝛedettſſoꝛs did foliſhlye 
pꝛayſt Plautus, Which woulde that we ſhoulde haue the authozitie 
to bꝛing vp new wozdes. Ind cicero in many places repzehendeth 
many of his pzedeceſſo2s,and to blame $. Gidba, he ſayth that bis 
Ozations ſmelled of antiquitie. Ind affyzmeth that Ennins alſo 
in ſome poyntes ſet little by his pzedeceſſo2s,ſo that if we will fol- 
low them of old time, we Wall not follow them. Ind virgill that 
you ſay followed Homer, followed him not in the tongue, Therfoze 
woulde J (foz my part) alwapes fhunne the vſe of thoſe auncient 
woꝛdes, except it were in certaint clauſes, and in them very ſeldom, 
Ind in my tudgement de that vſeth thf otherwiſe, comitteth a no 
lefſe erroz,than who ſo would to folow them of olde time, feed vpon 
maſt, where ht hath now abundance of cozne found out, Ind by- 


cauſe pou ſap, the auncient wozdes onely wyth the bzightneſſe of 
antiquitie, deckt out ſo highly every matter, how baſe ſoener it bee, 

that it may make it wozthie great tommendation: ſay vnto you, 
that not of thelt auncient wozdes'onely, but of thoſe that ber god

In 
this ſoꝛt alſo did the Pope anfwere tue Biſhop of Ceruia, that to 
grope his minde (aide vnio bim: Holye father, it is novſco all 
Rome outt and in the Palace to, that your bolyntſſt maketh mee 
Gouernour. Then aunſwered the Pope: Let the knauts ſptekt 
what they luſt, doubt you not, it is not true J warrant ou. Y 
touldt (my Loꝛds) beſide theſe gather manyt other places, from 
which a man may dzjue merric and pleaſaunt Jeſtes,as matters 
{poken with feare, with morneile, with thzeatnings ont of o2der, 
with oucrmuche furiouſneffe :Beſide this,certaine newely hap⸗ 


But me thinke J haut now ſpoken ſufficient: fog the Jeſtes that 
conſiſt in wozdes (FJ belecue) paſſe not thefe boundes wee haue 
reaſoned ot.

But in al kindes a 
man muſte conſider the diſpoſition of the mindes of toe hearcrs,

gebaſtianes ate wont to viſit , And in it was the pong manne 
| Q. ij. firſt 
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firſt eldſely hid: wdic h perceyuing himlelft alone with bir whom 
hc loued ſomuch, betgannt tutry wayt to erhozt hir with as fayze 
language as he could to haut compaſſion vpon him, e to chaunge 
bir fozmer tigour into loue. But whenhe ſaw all his pꝛaytts could 
take none tit dt, ht turned him to thzeatuings. And when they 
pꝛtuayltd not, be all to beate bit. In the tudt het was full and 
wholye bent to haut bis purpoſe, if not otherwiſe, by fozce, and 
therein vſed the helpe ofthe naughtie woman that had bzought hi 
thither . Pet coulde he ntutr do ſo muche as makc hir graunt 
to him, but in woꝛdes and, deedes (althoughe hir fozce was but 
fmall (alwaies the ſeclye yong woman deltuded hir ſcife in what 
ſhe coulde poſſidle . So that what foz the ſpite bet conceiued 
when be ſaw he could not get his will,and what foz feare leaſt 
the matttt ſhouldt come to hir kinſfolkes care, and make him pus 
nifhed fot it,this miſchicuous perſon with the aide of the woman 
that doubted the lame, ſlrangled the valuckye pong woman, and 
there left hir, and rennyng his way pꝛouided foz him ſelfe foz bees 
ing found out again. The waiting woman blinded with bir owne 
offence, wiſt not to flee, and beyng taken vpon certaine ſuſpitions, 
confeſſed the whole matter, and was theretoze puniſhed ac toꝛding 
to hirdeſcrtcs . Thebody of the conſtante and noble gentle- 
woman with great honoure was taken out of the cauc and caried 
to buriall within Rome with a garlaude of Laurcll about hit head, 
accompanied with an infinit number of men and women:among 
whiche was not one that bzonghte his eycs to his home againe 
without ttares.

Ind this is not to be thought 
that ſhet dyd vppon any lightneſſe, koꝛ you aſwecl as any mannt, 


dot knowt with what a wittt and wiſcdome the ſingular braw⸗ 
tie of that Lady is accompanicd, J tau no longer keepe = fls 
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lencea we2de of our Dutcheſſe, who lining fifteene yeares in c6- 
pany with hir yuſbande,lise a widowe, hath not only bcene ſted⸗ 
faſt in not vttering this to any perſon in the woꝛldt, but alſo whe 


cher kinde ol miſery, than to agree to that, whiche all other men 
thought great fauour and pꝛoſperity of foxtune. And as he ſtil pꝛo⸗ 
ceeded in talking of thys , the Dutcheſſe ſayde : Sptakt of ſome 
what elle. no moze adot in this matter, foꝛ ytt haue other thyngs 
ynough to talke of.

T hen anſwe- 
red sir Friderick Imiling Mt thinke(my L. Julian) this opinion of 
yours is very ſoutt and crabbed, end J beleeue you baut learnid it 
ofſoine Frier Pzeacher,of them that rebuke women in lone wyth 
lay men that their part mayt bit the moꝛe. Ind mee ſecmeth you 
ſctte ouer harde lawes to married women, foz manye thert bet 
that their hulbandes beate very ſoꝛe hatrid vnta wythout mn 
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and nippe them at the hart, ſometime in louing other women, o⸗ 
therwhile in wozking them all the diſpleaſurcs they can imagine. 
Some are compelled by their fathers to take oldt men ful of diſta⸗ 
ſcs valeſome and wapward that make them ad their life incon⸗ 
tinuall miſery. Ind in caſe it were lawſull foꝛ ſucht to be diuozlcd 
and ſcucred from them they Lee pll conpled withal, perhaps it were 
not to be allowed that they ſhoulbc louc any other than their huſ- 
band. But whf eythcr thzough p ſtaires,thcyz tnimits, oꝛ thzough 
the diuerlitie of complexion,oz any other caſualtic,it b:falleththat 
in bed, whiche ought to be the neſt of agreement andloue, the cur- 
ſed furic of hell ſoweth the ſcede of bis veniine, whicht afterwarde 
bzingeth fozth diſoaine, lulpition and the pzicking thoznis of ha⸗ 
tred, that tourmentcth thoſe vnluckie ſoules bound crucllye togy⸗ 

ther in the faſt lincked chaine that cannot be bzoken but by deathe, 

why will not yon haut it lawfull foz this woman to ſeeke ſome 

caſcment foz ſo harde a ſcourge, and giue vnto another that which 

hir huſband not only regardeth not, but rather cleane abhozreth?F 

holde well, that ſuche as haut mette huſbandes and be beloucd of 
them, onght not to do them infurie:but the other in not louing bim 
that loueth them doe them ſeluts iniurie Nap, thep doc thtm⸗ 

ſelues iniurit in louing other beſide their huſbande, auniwered 

the L. Julian. Pet ſinct not louing is not manye tymes in our 
wil, it this miſhap chaunce to the woman of the Palaice, that the 

hatred of hir huſbande oz the loue of an other bendeth hir to lout 

J will haue hir to graunt hit louer nothing ciſe but the minde:noz 

at anyt time to make him anye certaine token ofloue, neither in 

wozde noꝛ geſture,noz any other way that het may be fully aſſu⸗ 

ted of it. Then ſapde M. Robert of 2ari ſmiling. J appcale my L. 

Julian) from thys indgement of pours, and J beleene J (hall 
haue manye felowes . But ſince you will tcache this curnſh* 

neſſe (that J maye termt it ſo) to marritd women, will yee alſo 
hanethe vnmaried to be ſo cruel and diſcourteous ? and not pleaſe 


theyz loncrs at the leaſt in ſomewhat ? In caſe my woman of % matdeg 
the Palaice, aunſwered the L. Julian, bet not marrycd, nun⸗ ſhould loue, 


dyng to lone, J wyll haue hyz to loue one, whome (hee maye 


marry, neyther wyl I thinke it an offence if (hee ſhewe him =_ 
token 
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token ol loue. In whiche matter J will teach hir one general ruly 
in fewe woꝛdes, and that is, Thet ſhe ſhewe him whom ſhe loueth 
all tokens of loue, but ſuch as may bring into the lowers minde 4 

to obtaine of hir any diſhoneſt matter, Ind to this (hee muſt haut 
a great reſpect, bycauſe it is an trrour that infinit womenrunne: 

into, whiche oꝛdinarily couct nothing ſomuche as to be beautiful: 
and bycauſe to haut many louers they ſuppoſe is a teſtunonpt of 
theyꝛ beautie, they do thep2 beſt to winne them as manye as they 
can, Therfoze oftentimes they runne at rouers in brhautourg of 
ſmall modeſtye, and lcauing the tempcrate ſober ide that is ſo 
fghtly in them, vle ctitaine wanton countenaunces, With baudie 
wozdes aud geſtures full of vaſhamefaſtneſſe , bolding opinion þ 
men marke them and giue eare to them willingly foz it, and with 
theſe faſhions make themſclues beloued, whyche is kalle: bycauſe 
the lanes and tokens that bee made them, ſpzing ok an appetite 
moued by an opinion of caſineſſe, not of loue, Therefoze wil not 
I that my woman of the Palaice with diſhoneſt bthauiours hold 
appeare as thoughe ſee woulde offer hir ſelfe vnto whoſo wyll 
haut hir, e allure what ſhe can the eyes 4 affeition of whoſo behole 
deth byz : but wyth byz deſertes and vertuous conditions, wyth 
amiableneſſe and grace dziue into the minde of wholo ſeeth byz, 
the verye lone that is due vnto euery thyng wozthy to be beloued, 
and the reſpeif that alwayes taketh away hope from whoſo min- 
deth anye diſhoneſt matttr. He then that (hal be beloued of ſuche a 
woman, ought of reaſon to holde himſelfe contented wyth tueryt 
little token, and moze toeſteeme a loke of hyzs wyth affection of 
loue, than to bee altogyther mayſter of an other . And 
to luche a womm J wote not what to adde moze, but that 
hee bee beloued of fo excellent a Courtier,as theſc Lozdes haut fa- 
ſhioned, and ſhee likewiſe to lone him, that both the one and the 
other may haut ful and wholy his perfefion , After the L.Jalias 
had thus ſpoken, he belde his peace, when the L. Gaſpar laughing, 
now/quoth he) you can not complaine that the L. Julian hath not 


faſhioned this woman of the Palaice moſt ercellent. Ind ik perdet 
there be any ſuch to be founde, J ſap that ſhe deſerueth well to bee 


eſteemed equal with the Courtier, The L. Emilia anſwered: Jol 
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af al tymts be bounde to finde hir, when you finde the Courtitr. 
M.Rabert laid then: Doubtles it can not be ſayd nay. but p L. Ju- 
liaas woman which he hath faſhioned is moſt perktit. J tt in theſe 
hit laſt pꝛopcrties as touching loue, me feemeth notwithſtanding 
that heehath made hir ſo;mewhat oucr crabbed, and efpeciallye 
where hee will hane hir in woꝛdes, geſtures and countenaunce to 
take cleane away all hope from the loucr,and ſettle him as nigh as 
ſhe can in diſpairt. Foꝛ as al men know the deſires of man ſtretch 
not to ſuch kindt of matters, whereof there is no hope to be hadde. 
Ind although at times ſome women there haut bin, that perhaps 
bearing themſclues lofty of their beautye and wozthyneſle : the firlt 
woꝛde they haue ſayde to them that communed wyth them of 
lone hath beene , that they ſhoulde nener lot to come by anye 
thyng of them that liked them: yet in countenaunce, and dalli- 
aunce together they haue beene afttrwarde moze kauourable to 
them, ſo that with their gentle deedes they haue tempꝛed in parte 
their pꝛoude woꝛdts. But if thys womannt both in woꝛdes, 
derdes and bethauiours take hope quite awaye , J beleeue | 
our Courtier,if he be wiſe, will neuer loue hy2, and ſo ſhal ſhe haue 
thys imperfecfion, that ſhee Chal be wythout a louer.

Foz if deautit, manners, wit,qodneſſe knowledge, 
ſober mode, and ſo manyt other vertuous conditions whiche wee 
bane giuen the woman be the cauſe of the Courtiers loue towarde 
hir,the ende alſo of thys loue muſk ncedes be vertuous : and if ns- 
bleneſſe of birth, {k:lfulncNe in martial feates,in letters. in muſick, 
gentlenefſe, beting both in ſptache and behaniour indowed with ſo 
many graces,be the meanes wherwithal the Courtier,compaſſeth 
the womans lone, the tende of that lone muſt needes be of the ſame 
condition that the meancs are by the which he commeth a it. Be⸗ 
ide that, as thtre bee in the wollde ſund2ye kindes of beautie, | 
ſo are there alſo ſundzye deſires of — and therefoze it is 2 — 
ſeent that manye , perctyuing a womanne ok ſo graue a 
K. beauty, 
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beautie that going, ſtanding, ieſting, dallying, and doing what 
che luſteth,ſo tempzcth all yir geſturcs , that it dziueth a certayny 
reuerence into whoſo beholdeth bir, are agaſt and afcard to ſcrue 
bir:and rather dꝛawen with hope, loue thoſe gariſbt and enticefull 
women, ſo delicate and tender, that in their wozdes , geſiuregany 
countenaunce, declare a certaine paſſion ſomewhat tecble, that 
pꝛonuſcth to bet taſcly tz0ught and tourncdinto loue Some 
to be ſure from dectytts. lout certain? other ſo lauiſbt both of their 
tyts. woꝛdts and geſtures, that they do what eucr firſit commith 
to minde, with 4 certain plaincſſe that bideth not their thoughtes, 
There want not alſo many other noble courages, that teeming tg 
them that vertue conſiſtcth aboute harde matters (foz ff is our 
ſwettt a vittozye to ouereome that ſeemith to an other inp}? 
nable are (one bent to lout the beauties ol thoſe women, that in 
theyz eyes, woꝛdts and geſtutts declart a moze churliſh gravitye 
than the reſt foz a triall that their pꝛowes can enfozce an obſtinate 
minde,and bende alſo \ubbozne willes and rebellts againſt loue, 
to lout. Therefoze luche as baue ſo greate aff.aunce in themſclurs 
bycauſc th'y recken thiſclues ſure fro deceite , loue alſo willingly 
certaine women, that wyth a ſbarpeneſſt of witte, and with arteit 
ſeemecth in theyz beautye that they hide a thouſande craftcs, 
© clſe ſome other, that haut accompanicd with beautic a certain 
Ckozneful faſhion in frwe wozdes, little laugbing, aftcr a ſoꝛtt as 
though (in a maner) they ſmally regarded who fo cuct beboldeth 
02 ſttutth them. Tgaine there are founde certain othcr,that vouchs 
ſafe not to lout but women that in their countrnaurce, in they} 
(peach and in all they2 geſtures haut about them all hanſomneſſe, 
all faire conditions, all knowledge,and all graces heaped together 
like one floure made of all the excellencies in the wozlo. T herefoze 
in caſe my woman of the Palaice haue ſcarſitic of theſe louts pꝛo⸗ 
cteding of an yll hope. ſhe (hal not fox thys be wythout a loucr:bi- 
cauſe ſhet ſhall not want them that (hall be pzonoked thꝛougb by? 
deſertes and thzough the affiaunce of the pꝛowes in themſclues, 
whercby they ſhal knowe themſclues wozthy to be bcloued of bit. 
M. Robert ſtil ſpakt againſt him, but the Dutchtiſt tolde him that 
hc was in the wzong, confirming the L. Julians opinion: —

that che added: alt haut no cauſe tocomplaine ofthe C. Julian, fo; 
doubtleſſe I thinke that the woman ol the Palaice whom be hath 
fahionco,map be compared to the Courticr, and that with ſoine 
aduauntage:fox he hath taught hir to lone which thele Lozds have 
not done their Courtier. Then ſpake vnico Aretino: It is meete to

them. Therfoze to ſhun theſe ſo foule ouerſigutts. perbappes it had 
beene wel done firſte to baut taught them to make a choiſt ot hym 
that ſhould deſcrue to bee beloued, and afterward to lout him. T he 
whiche is not neceſſarie in men,foz they knowe it to well of them» 
ſclu:s ;: and Þ iy ſelfe can bee a god witneſſe of it, bycauſe 
loue was neuer taught me, but by the dinine brautie and moſte 
diuint maners ofa Ladye , ſo that it was not in my will not to 
* . wozſhippe bir:and therefoze needed J therein no arte noz teacher 
at all. Ind J belccue that the like happeneth to as many as loue 
truely. Thercfoze the Courticr hath moze neede to bee taught to 
make him beloued than to lone. Then ſapde the L.Emilia'Do 
you now reaſon of this then, M. vnico? vnico anſwered:Me think 
reaſon would that the god wil of women ſhould bee gotten in ſer⸗ 
ving and pleaſing of them.

keth. Foz the (mall qualities which pet ſeemed to the woꝛlde ſome» 
timt to be in me, with as faithful a loue as eucr Was, Wert not of 
ſuch foꝛce to make me beloued, as you tomake me be hated. Then 
anſwertd the L. Emilia: God laut me( M. vnico? foz once thinking 
and muche moꝛt koꝛ working anye thyng that (houlde make pon 
be hated . Foz beſide that I ſhouldt doc that J ought not, J 
ſboulde bee thought of a ſlender indgement to attempt a matter 
vnpoſſible , But ſince yte pzonoke me in thys ſozte to ſpcakt of 
that pleaſeth women, J will ſpeake of it, and if it diſplcaſe pou, lay 
the fault in your ſelft. J iudge therfoze , that whoſo entendeth ta 
det bcloued, ought to loue and to be loucly:and theſe two pointes 
art inough to obtaine the god wyll of women.

To thys the U. Ema laydt: Mayr, if het bet ſo diſcrete, 
as is mete,befoze he maketh the woman to vnderſt and it, he ought 
to bt out of doubt, not to offende hir. Then ſayde the L. Gaſpar: All 
women haut a delite to be ſued to in lone, alihonghe they were 
N. ij. mynded 
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mynded to deny? hir ſuite . The L. Julian ſayde,you are niuche 
dectyued. Foz J woulde not counſel the Courticr at anye time 
to vlt thys waye, excepte bet were ſure not to haut a repulſc. 
What would he then do? quoth the 1. Gaar. T hr L. Julian aun» 
ſwertd: In caſe yon will needes wzite oꝛ ſpeake to bir, do it wyth 
ſuch lober modt, and ſo warily, that the wozdes may firſt attempt 
the minde , and ſo doubtfully touche hir entent end wil, that they 
may leaue bir a way and a certain iſſue to faine the vnderſtanding 
that thoſe woꝛdes containe loue : to the entente if hee finde anye 
daunger, hee maye dzawe backt and make wilt to haut ſpoken oz

it diſpleaſeth alwayes tutryt honeſte Eentlewoman, to bee little 
regarded of whoſo without reſpeite ſeeketh foz lout at bir befoze 
hec hath ſerued hir. Thercfoze/in my minde)the way which the 
Courticr ought to take, to make bis lout knowen to the woman 
itt thinke ſwoulde bee to declare them in ſignes and tokens 
moze than in woꝛdts. Foz aſſuredly there is otherwhylt a grta- 
ter affcifion of loue perceined in a ſigh, in a reſpeit,in a feare, than 
in a thouſande wozdes. Ffterwarde,to make the eyes the truſty 
mcſſengers, that may carrye the ambaſſades of the bartt:bytault 
they oftentimes declare wyth a moze fozce what paſſion there is 
inwardelyt, than con the tong,02 letters. oꝛ meſſages, ſo that they 
not onclyt diſcloſe the thonghtes, but alſo manyt tymcs kindle 
lone in the harte ofthe perſon bcloued . Foz thoſe lively ſpirits 
that iſſue out at the cycs,bicauſe they are engendzednigh the hart, 
entring in like caſe into the tyts that they are Itutitd at, like a 
haſte to the pꝛickt, naturallye pcerce to tht htarte, as to they? 
reſtyng place and there are at rcfte wyth thoſe other ſpirites: 
and wyth the moſſte ſubtill and fine nature of bloude whyche 
they carye Wyth them, infcfe the bloude aboute the heart, 
where they are come to, and warme it:and make it like —

therefoze lyt lurking like (ouldiers in warre lying in wayte in 
buſhment, and if the fozmc of al p body be welfauozed and of god 
pꝛopoztion, it dzaweth vnto it and allureth whoſo beholdeth it a 
farre off, vntil he come nigh:and aſſone as he is at hande, the eycs 
bote, and like ſozcerers bewitch,and eſpecially when by a ryghte

Ind it ſermcd(in a mancr) 

that repozte bzought the ambaſſade on the loucrs beehalfe mnche 

moꝛt truer and woꝛthier to bebeleeucd,than he himſclfr could haue 

dont wyth letters, oꝛ wozdes,oz any other perſon fox him: there» 

foze ſometyme thys commune voice not onlyt hurteth not, but 

farthereth a mans purpoſe. The L. Julian anfwered : Loucs that 

haut repozte foz their meſſenger, are very perillous to make a man 

pointed to with a finger . Ind therefoze who euer entendeth to 

walke this race warilye , ntedts muſtt hee make conntenaunce to 

hane a great dtale leſſe fire in his fomacke , than in deede he hath, 

and content himſeclfe with that, that he thinketh a trifle, and dillt⸗ 

ble his deſires, icaloſits, afflittions and pleaſures, and many times 

langh with mouth when the hart wrepeth and ſbewe himſclfe la- 
uiſh of that hee is moſte conetous of : and theſe things art ſo harde 
to be done, that in a manner) they are vnpoſſible, Therefoze if our 

Courticr wouldt folowe my counſel, J would trhoꝛt him to kept

SW] night after the other mentioned in the fozmer 
does, F fcelc among ſundzye diſcourſes a bit-

— A 1akcth mee to call to remembzaunce wozldely 
myltrycs and oure dectytkull hopes, and howe foztune mauyt 
tymes in the very middes of our race, otherwhyle nygh the ende 
dyſappoyntethe oure fraple and vayne purpoſcs , ſomctyme 
dꝛowneth them beecfoze they can once come to hane a ſyghte of 
the Hauen a farre off, It cauſeth mee therefoze to remember that 
not long after theſe rraſonings were hadde, cruell death bereeued 
oute houſe of thꝛet moſte rare Gentlemenne, when in their pꝛol⸗ 
ptrous age and fozwardneſſc of honour they moſt flouriſhed, and 
of them the firſte was the Lozde Gaſpar Pallaxicin, Who aſſaul- ;

Things good confirme, I lap, that ofthings wbych wee call god, ſome there 


be that ſimply and of themſelues are alwaies god, as temperance, 
vallaunt courage, bealthe , and all vertues that bzing quictneſſe 
to mens miades, Other be god foz diuers reſpects and foz the end 
they be applied vnto, as the laws, liberality,riches, and other like. 
Jthink therfoze that p Courticr (if de be of the perfeifi6 that Coũt 
Lewis and Sir rridericke haut deſcribed him) maye in deede be a 
god thing and woztbye pzaiſe , but foz all that not ſimplye, noz 
of himſelle, but foz reſpedf of the ende wherto hee may be applied. 
Foz doubtleſſe if the Courticr with his noblcneſſe of birth, comlye 
bebaulour, pleaſantneſſe and pꝛactiſe in ſo many exerciſes, ſhould 
bzing fozthe no other fruite, but to bee ſuche a one foz hymſelfe, J 
woulde not thinke to come by this perfect trade of Courtierſhippe, 
that a man ſhoulde ok ttalon beſtowe ſo muche ſtudye and paines 
about it, as who ſo wyllcompaſſe it muſte dot.

J will not /aye to itoparde their life, but to enter once into a daun⸗ 


gcr. Ind wythout peraduenture there bet infinite other thyngs, 
that if a man beeſtowe hys labourt and ſtudy about them, woulde 

bꝛing foꝛth much moꝛe pzofit both in peace and war, tha this trade 

of Courtierſhippe of it ſclfe alone. But in caſe the C ourtiers do- 

ings bet dircited tothe god ende they ought to bet and whyche J

ptrill to diſpleaſe hym, And when he knoweth his minde is bent 
to committt anyt thyng bnſeemelie foz hym, to be bolde to ſtande 
with hym in it, and to take courage after an honeſte ſoztc at the 
fanoure whyche ht hathe goffen him thzoughe his god qualities, to 
dyllwadt hym from tucry ill purpoſe, andtoſctte bim in iht way 
of vertue. Ind ſo Hall the Courtier,if he haut the godneſſe in him 
that theſe Toꝛdes haue giuen him accompanyed with readinclle of 
witte, pleaſauntneſſe, wiſedome, knowledge in letters, end ſo ma-

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Ind bycauſe the pzayſeof weld vyng conſilttth chiellye in two 
pointts. wotreot the one is, in choling out an ende that oure pur» 
pale ts oiretfed vnto, that is god in deed: the other, the kaowledge 
to. finde out apt ano meet? intaues to bying it to the appointed gy 
tende: lure it is that tht minde of hym whiche thinketh to Wozke (0, 
that his inte ſhall not bet dettyued, noz lead wyth flatterers, 
raplers and lycrs, but all knowe bothe the god and the bad, and 
beare lout to the one, and hatred to the other, is direed to a birye 
gd tude. Me thinkr agatne, that the qualities which theſe Lozds 
baue giuen the Courticy, mapt bet a god meanesto compaſle it: 
and that, bycauſe among many vices that wet ſee nowadayesin 

ok ont Pzincis,the greateſt are ignoꝛaunct and ſrlfe lyking: 
From: reotrof.thele two milchieues-is nothyng elſe bu: lying, 
which vict is:wozthely abhozred of God and man, and n:02: huit- 
full to Pzinces than anpe other, bicauſc they haue moze (carſitye 
than of anpe thyngelſe; of that whyche they necde to haut moze 
plentyt of, than of anye other thing: namtlyt. of ſuche as ſhoulde 
tell them the truthe and put them in minde of gaaucſle : foz cnni- 
myes be not duuen ofloue to doe theſe offices,vut they delight ta 
ther to haue them linewickedly and nener to amende : on the other 
ſide, they dare not rebuke them openlyt foz feare they be puniſhed, 
As fo; fricndes,fewe ol them haut free paſſage to;tbem, and thoſe 
fewe haut a reſpeff to ttpꝛehende theyꝛ vices.(o freelpe as they doe 
pꝛiuate mens. Ind manye times to cucrifauour and to purchaſe 
god will, they gyue themſcluts to nothyng;clſe but to feede them 
with matters that mapt delight, and contente their iinde,though 
they be foule and diſhoneſt, So that of friendes they becoine flatte» 
ters, and to make a hand by that ſtraight familiaritie, they ſpeake 
and wozke alwapts to pleaſe; and foz the moſt parte open the wap 
wyth lyts, whiche in the Pzinces minde engender ignozaunct, not 
of outwarde matters onely, but alſo of hys oyone ſelfe. Ind thys 


map bee laide tobe the greateſt and fowleſt lyt of all other, bycauſe

the ignozant minde decepueth himſclfe,and inwardly maketh lycs 
of hymſelfe. Ok this it commeth, that greate men, beſide that they 
neuer wwderſkande the truthe of any thyng,dzunken with the licen⸗ 


tidus liberrye thatrule bzingeth with it, and wyth e 
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delicacies dꝛowntd in pleaſures, areſo farre out ofthe waye, and 
theyz minde is lo coꝛrupted in (ering themſtluts alwapes obeyed 
and (as it were) wozfipped wyth lo muche reucrence and pzaiſe, 
witboute not onely any tepꝛott at all, but alſo gaintſaping. that 
thzoughe this ignozaunce they wade to an extreme ſelfc ly king, (0 
that afterwarde they admittt no counſcll noz adviſe of others. 
Ind bicauſe they belttue that the vudaflandpng howe torule is a 
moſte taſyt matter, and to compaſſe it, there netdeth neyther arte 
no2 learnyng, but onelye ſlouteneſſe, they bende thcir minde and 
all theyꝛ thoughtes to the mainttynaunct of that pozte they keepe, 
thinking it the true happynefſe to do what a man luſteth. T bert⸗ 
foze doe ſome abhozre reaſon and juſſice, bycauſe they weeae it a 
bzidle and a certayne meancto bꝛing them in kondage. end to mi⸗ 
niſhein them the contentation and heartes eaſe that they haut to 
beare rule, if they ſhoulde obſerue it: and their rule wert not pers 
feff noꝛ whol-, if they ſhoulde be compelledto obey vnto dutye and 
honeſt ye, bycauſc they haut opinion, that v vbo ſo obeyeth, is no 
ryght Lorde indeede , Therefoze takyng theſe pzinciples foz a pe- 
ſident, and luſtring themſelucs to bee lead wyth lelfe lykyng, they 
wert loltye, and wyth a ſtattlyt countenaunce, with ſharpe and 
cruell conditions, with pompous garmentes, golde and icwrlles, 
and with comming in a manner) neuer abꝛaade to be ſcene, they 
thinke to gette eſtimation and aufhozitice among menne, and to 
be counted (almoſte) Gods: But they are (in my indgemente) F ages of 
like the Coloſses that were made in kame the laſt peare vppon the ne. rect 
feaſte daye of the place of A gone, Wbyche outwardlye declarcy a 
likeneſſe of grtat menne and hozſes ol triumph. and inwardly wire 
full oftowe and ragges. But the Pzinces of this ſozte are ſo much 
woxſe, as the Coloſses by thtyꝛ own waighty paiſe ſtand vpzight 
of themſelues, and they bicauſe they be pl tounterptiſtd. without 
line oz leucll placed bppon vnequall grounde, thzoughe their owne 
walightineſſe ouertbzowe themſeluts, and from one crrour tunne 
into infinite. Sycauſe theyz ignoꝛaunct deeyng annexed wyth 
this falſe opinion, T hat they can not erre, and that the poꝛt tbey kepe 


commeth of their knowledge, leadeth hom = way by right - 
ij. 
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by wrong to lay hande vppon poſſeſſyons boldelye , lo they mayt 
come by them. But in caſe they woulde take aduyſement to know 
and to wozke'that that they ought, they woulde aſwell ſtriut not 
to taygne, as they dot to raygne , bicaule they ſhoulde perceyut 
what a naughtye and daungerous matter it were foz Subicites 
that ought to bee gonerned, to bet wilcr than the Pzynces that 
ſhoulde gouerne. Pou may: ſee that ignoꝛaunct in muſicke, in 
daunſing, in ridyng hurteth no man, yet hee that is no muſition 
is aſhamed and afraid to ſing in the pzeſence of others, oz to daũct, 
he that cannot, oꝛ hee that ſitteth not well a bozſe, to ride: but

deſk; uions, miſchieſtes, and confuſions, that it may be called the 
deadlicſte plague vppon the tarthe. Tnd pet ſome Pziuces moſte 
ignoꝛant in goucrnemente, arc not baſhefull noz aſhamed to takt 
vppon them togouerne, J wyll not ſayt in the pzeſence of toure, 
oꝛ halfe a doſen perſons, but in the face of the wozld : foz they. de- 
gree is ſette ſo on loft, that all tyts beholve them, and therckoꝛt not 
they; greate vices onely, but their leaſte faults of all are continu- 
allye noted. Zs it is wzitten,that Cimon mas yll ſpoken of by» 
cauſe hee loued wine, Scipio, ſleepe, Lucullus, banqucttings. 

But woulde God the Pzynces of theſe our tymts woulde conple 
their vices wyth ſo many vertucs, as did they of olde time: why⸗ 
che il they were out of the way in any point. yet refuſed they not the 
erhoztations and leſſons of.ſuche as they deemed meeteto coꝛtect᷑ 
thoſe faultes : Pea they ſonght with greate inſfance to frame their 
life by the rule of notable perfonages : Js æpaminondas by Lyſias of 
Pythagoras ſect: A geſilans by X enophon : Scipio by Pan etius, and 


Pzinces of fikinite others. But in caſe a graue Philoſopher ſhould come bee- 
olde timt wer foze anyt of our Pzinces, 02 who cuer beſide , that woulde ſh:we 


refourm1vle. them plainlye and wythout any circumſtance the bo 


face of 
true vertue,and teache them god manntrs, and what the life of 
a god Pzince onght to bete, Jam aſſured they woulde abhozre 
hym at the fy2ſte ſight, as a moſte venimous ſerpent, oz elſe 
they woulde make hym a laughing ſtocke, as a moſte vile matter, 
I ſay therefoze, that ſince nowwaycs Pzinces are ſo cozrupt tho- 
rough pll vlages, ignoꝛanct and falſe ſelfe lyking, and that it 5 
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fo harde a matter to give them the knowledge of the truthe, and 

to bende them to vertue, and menne wpth lyts and flatterye, and 

luche naughty meanes ſeeke to curriefauour wpth them, the Cour- 
tier by the meane of thoſe honeſte qualityts that Count Lewis and 
Sir Fredericke haut giutn hym, mapt ſone, and ought to got a⸗ 
boute lo to purchaſe hym the god wpll, and allure vnto bym the 
mynde of hys Pꝛince, that hte mayt make hym a free and ſafe pac⸗ 
lage tocommune wyth him in euerye matter wythout.troublyng 
bm. And ik hee bet ſuche a one as is (aide, het ſhall compaſſe 
it with lmalle paine, and lo mape bee alwayes open vnto him the 
truthe of euerye matter at eaſe . Beſide this, by little and little di- 
ſtill into his mynde godneſſe, and teache hun continencie, ſtout- 
neſſe of courage, tuffice, temperaunce, making him to taſte what 
fweeteneſſe is bidde vnder that little bitterneſſe, whyche at the ficſt 
ſight appeareth vnto him that wythſtandeth vices, whicht are al⸗ 
wapts hurtefull, diſpleaſauut and accompanyed wyth pllrepozte 
and ſhame, eurn as vertucs are pzofitable, pleaſant and paiſeable, 
and enflame hym to them wyth the examples of manye famous 
Captaines, and of other notable perſonages, vnto whome they of 
olde time vſed to make Images of mettal andmarble, and'fome- 
time of golde, and to ſet them vp in common haunted places. aſwel 
foz the honoure of them, as fo2 an encouraging of others, that with 
an honeſt enuit they might alſo cndeuour themlelues to reach vn⸗ 
to that glozie . In this wiſc may hee leade hyin thzough the rough 
way of vertue (as it wert) decking it aboute wyth boughes to ſha- 
dow it, a ſtrowyng it ouer with ſightly flourts, to;caſe the griefe of 
the painful ioꝛney in him that is but of a weake foꝛct. Ind ſomtimt 
with muſike, ſomtime with armes, e hots, ſomtime with rymes 
and meeter, otherwhile with communication of loue, and wyth all 
thoſe wales that the Lozds haue ſpoken of, continually keepe that 
minde of bis occupied in honeſt pleaſure: impꝛinting notwithſtan⸗ 
ding therin alwaits beſive (as J haut ſaid in tompanpe with theſe 

flickeryng pzouocations ſome vertuous condicion, and beguy⸗ 

lyng bym wyth a holſome craſt, as the wary phiſitinns dot who 

manye tymes when they miniſter to yong and tender child ꝛen in 

their ſickeneſſe, a medicine of a bitter tale, _ the cuppe a⸗ 

v. bout 
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boute the bzimme with ſome fweete licoure . The Courtier theres 
koꝛt applying to ſucht a purpoſe this 'vcile of pleaſure, in tut⸗ 
rye time, incurrye place, and in enerye exerciſe hee Wall attayne 
to'hys ende, and deſerue muche moe pzayſe and recompence, 
than foz anye other god worke that hee can dot in the woꝛlde, 
bycauſe thrre is no treaſure that dothe ſo vninciſallye p2ofyre, 
as dothe a god Pꝛinct, noz anyt iiſchiefe ſo vniuerſallye hurte, 
as anpllPzince, Therefoze is there allo in paine ſo bitter and 
crucllthat wert a ſufficient puniſhement foz-thoſe nanghtye and 
wicked Courtiers, that make thetr honcſtt and pltataunte man- 
ners, and their god qualitits a cloke fox an yllende, and dy intane 
ok them ſetkt to come in fauoure wyth they2 Pꝛyncts fox to coz» 
rupte them , and to ſtrape them from the waye of vertue, and to 
lcade them fo vice. Foz a manne mapt ſapt, that ſuche as theſe 
bee; dor infrife wyth deablye poyſon;,/hot one veſſell whereof one 
manne alone dzinketh, but the common fountayne that all the 
people reſoztethto. The L. Octauian helde bys peace as thought 
bee woulde haut laydt no moze, but the L.Goſpar, J can not 
ſee, my L. octanian [ſayde het) that this godneſſe of minde and 
contintucit, and the other dertuts which you will hane the Cour⸗ 
tier to cot we dis Lozde, may be learned : but Þ ſuppoſe that they 
are giuen the menne that have them, by nature and of Cod. And 
that it is ſo, you mayt itt that there is no man ſo wicked and of ſo 
pl! conditions in the wozlde; noz ſo vntemptrate and vniuſt,whi- 
che if he be aſked the-queſtion , will confeſſe bymſtift ſuche a one, 
But cutryt man de be ntutr ſo wickedis glad to bee counted juſt, 
continent and god: whiche ſhoulde not be (o, in caſe theſe vertues 
might be lerned, bicauſe it is no ſhame not to know the thing that 
a man hath not ſtudied, but a rebuke, it is not to haut that whyche 
we ought to be endowed withall of nature.Zherfoze doth cchemi 
ſecke to couer the defaultes ofnaturc,aſwell in the minde,as alſo in 
the body : the which is to be ſeene in the blinde, lame, crooked and 
other maimed e defozmed creatures. Foz although theſe imperfetfi- 
ons mape be layde to nature, yet dothe it gretut eche man to haue 
the in himſclfe:bicauſe it ſcemeth'by the teſtimonit of the ſclfe ſame 
nature that a man yath that delaultt oz blemiſh (as it were) — 
paten 
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patent and token of his yll inclination. The fable that is repoztey 

of epimetheus dathe alſo confirme mine opinion, whycht was (0 
baſkilfullin diuiding the gifts ofnature vato nien, that bee leite 

the much moze needp ok tuerything, than al other liuing creatures, 
Whcrevppon Prometheus ſtolc the politixe wiſedomt from Miners 

ua and valcan that men haut to gettt their huing wythall. Pet 

hadde they not foz all that, ciuill wiſedome to gather themſelucs Fable of 
togither into Cities, and the knowledge to liue wyth ciuility, by- £01045. 
tauſt it was kepte in the Caſtell of Jupiter by moſte cirtumſpeckt 
ouerſeers, whiche put Prometheus in lucht fcare, that het durſt not 
appꝛoche nigh them. UWhervpon ſupiter taking pitie vpon the mi- 
ſcrie of men, that could not-fclgwſhip togither foz lack of. ciuil ver - 
tut, but were tozne in peces by wyld heaſts, be feng Mercyric tothe 
earthto taty iuſtict x ſhame, Þ theſe two things might furniſh ct 
ties, and gather citizens togither: and willed that they ſhuld be gi⸗ 
uen them, not as other artes were, wherein one cunning man ſuf- 
fiſcth fox many ignozant,as Philik, but that they fhuld be impꝛin⸗ 
ted in euery man. Ind opdeined a law. that all ſuch, as were with⸗ 

dut iullice and ſhame ould be baniſhed and put to death, as cone 0 - 
tagious to the Citi. Beholde then my L. Octauian] God bag 
granted theſe vertues to men, 2 are not to be lerned, but be natural. 

Then þ L.©#axian (omwhat ſnuling: wil you then mp L. Gaſpar 

(quoth he) haue mf to be fo vnfoztunate 4 of ſo peniſh ajndgemff, 

p with policy they baut found out an art to tame p naturts of wild 

beaſts as bearcs,wolues, Lids, t may with the ſame teach a tie 

bird to flie as a man lyff,+ ceturne backt from the wod e from bys 

naturall libertie of his owne accozdto ſnares and bondage, 4 with 

the lame policie cannot oꝛ wil not find out artes wherby they may 

pzofit themſc[ues, and with ſtudy and diligence make their mynde 
moze perkeit? This (in mynt opinion) wert lyky as if Phyſitions 
ſhold ſtudy with all diligence to haut the arte onſy to he alt fellons 
in fingers, and the read gumme in pong childꝛen, and laye aſyde 
the cure of feuers, pleuriſie and other lozt diſtalts, the which howe 
out of reaſon it were euerye man maye conſider, J beelecue theres 
foze that the mozall vertues are not in vs altogither by nature, 


bycaule nothing can at anye time be accuſtouncd vato it, that is 
naturally

vet learned. 
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naturally his contrarye : as it is ſeene in a ſtone, the which though 
it bee caſte vpwarde ten thouſand tymts, yet will he neuer accu⸗ 
ſto ne to go vppe of it ſelfe. Therfoze in caſe vertues were as natu- 
rall to vs, as heauineſſe to the ſtone, wee ſhoulde nener accuſtome 
our ſcluts to vice. No yet are vices naturall in this ſozte,foz then 
{houlde wee neuer be vertuous : and a greate wick toneſſe and folly 
it wete, to puniſhe men koꝛ the faultes, that came of nature with- 
out our offence : and this erroz ſhoulde the lawes committe, why⸗ 
che appoint not puniſhement to the offcndozs foz the tre ſpallt that 
is paſte, bycauſe it can not bee bzought to paſſe, that the thing that 
is done, maye not be done, but they haue a reſpeite to the tymt to 
come, that who ſo hathe offended maye offende no moze, oz elle 
with pll pꝛtudent giue not a cauſe foz others to offende.Ind thus 
yet fhey art in opinion, that verturs mape bee leatned, whycheis 
moſtt true, bycauſe wee art bozne apte to recciue them, and in like 
manner vices : and therefoze theregroweth a cuſtome in vs of both 
the one and the other thzoughe long vlt, ſo that firſte we pzafiſe

betwene that

by cuſtome. as it is in the ſenſes, foz firſte wer can ſee, heare, fecle, aftcr that, 


trarye is knowen in the things that bee giuen vs-ofnature, fox firſt 
we haue the power to ptaifiſe them, after that, wee dor pracklle: 


wee doe (ee, heare, and feele : althonghe notwythftandyng manye 
of thelt dwyngs be alſo ſetteoute moze ſightlyt with teaching. 

Wherevppon.-god Scholemaiſters dot not onelye inſtruif they; 
childzen in letters, but allo in good nurtoure in eating, dzinkyng, 
talking, and going with certaine geſfures meete foz the purpoſe. 
Therefoze euen as in the other artes, ſo allo in the vertues it is be- 
hoffull to haue a teacher, that with leſſons and god erhoztations 


mayt ſtirre vppe and quicken in vs thoſe mozall vertues, whereof 


wee haue the lerdt incloled and buricd in the ſonle, and like the god 
huſvandman till them and open the waye loꝛ them, weeding from 
about them the byiers and darnell of appetites, which many times 
ſo ſhadowt and choke oure myndes , that they ſuffer them not to 
budde noz tobzyng fo2the the happyt fruites, whyche alone ought 
to be wifhed'to growe inthe hartes ol men. In this ſozte then is 
nafurally in rntryr one of vs inſkice and ſhame, which you lay 1#- 


piter 
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piter ſente tu the earthe foz all men. But tuen as a body without 
eyes, how tardic ſacuer he be, if he remoue to any certain place, 
oftcniymes fapleth : ſo the rote of theſe vertues that be potential» 
ly engen2zed in our mynds, ifit be not apdtd with teaching,voth 
often come to nought. Bicauſe if it huld be bzonght tnto doing, 
and to his perfef cuſtom, it is not ſatiſfied(as is laid) with nature 
alone : but hath necd of a politike vſage 4 of reaſon, whiche may 
clenſe and (coure that ſoule,taking away the dimme vrile of igno⸗ 
tante, whereof aryſe (in a maner) all the errours in men. Foz in 
caſe god and yll were well knowen and perceyued, enerye man 
would always cho(e the god. and ſbunnt the yll. Therkoꝛe map 
vertue be (aide to be cas it were)a wiſtdomt and an vnderſtanding Mertue. 
to choſe the god: and vice, a lacke of fozefight and anignozaunce 
that leaoeth to iudge falſely. 1Bicauſe men neuer choſe the vll with Vice. 
opinion that it is ill, but they art deceined though a certaine like⸗ 
neſſe ol god. Then annſwered the L. G «ſpar: yet are there many 
that knowe plainly they dot ill, and doc it notwythſtandyng,and 
that bycauſe they moꝛe eſtecme the pzeſcnt pleaſure whiche they 
ketle, than the puniſhement that they doubt ſhall fall vppon them, Trueplea: 
as theeucs, murtherers and (nche other. The L. octauian (aide: cure. 
true pleafureis alwayes god, and true ſozrowe , tuill: therefoze Trueſoz. 
theſe be deceyued in taking falſe pleaſure foz trae, and true ſoꝛtow. 
for falſe : whervpon many times thzough falſe pleaſures, they ren 
into true diſpleaſares. The arte therfozc that teacheth to dilcernt 
this truth from falſhode, may in like caſe be learned: and the ver- 
tue by the Whiche we choſe this good indeede, and not that which 
falſely appeareth to be. mapt be called true knowledge, and moze True know 
auailable foz mans life, than any other, bicauſe it expelleth igno- ledge. 
rance;of the which (as J haut ſaide) ſpzing all euilles. Then M. 
Peter Bembo, I wot not, my L. o#auian(quoth he) how theL.G4- 
ſpar (haulde graunt pou, that of ignozance ſhould ſpꝛing all tuills 
and that there be not many which in offending know foz certain- 
ty that they doe offcnde, neyther are they any dralt dectiurd in the 
— peta ſoz0w : bycauſe it is ſure that ſuch 
as be incontinent wyth reaſon and vpzightly, and knowe - 
it, wherrvnto they art pzonoked by luſte contrarye to due, to - 
| 
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pil, and therfoze they make reſiſfance and ſette reaſon to matche 
greedy deſhrt. wherevpon ariſeth the battaile of pleaſure and (03s 
rowe agank judgement , Finally reaſon ouercome by greedpe 
deſire, farre the mightier, is cleane wythout ſuccoure, like a ſhip, 
Yacontinency that foz a time deffocth hirſelfe fromthe tempeſtuous Staſtozms, 
at the ende beaten with the to raging violence of windes, hir ga- 

bles and tacklings bzoken, peldeth vp to be dꝛiuen at the will of 

foztune, without occupying helme oz any manner hrlpe of Pilot 

fo; hit ſafegarde - Fozthwith therefoze commit they the offences 

Conlinency. wyth a certainedoubtfull remozſe of conſcicnce,and (in a mantt) 
whether they wyll oz no, the which they woldc not do, bnlcſſe they 

knew the thing that they do to be yll, but wiibout ſtriving ok rta⸗ 

fon would run wholy headlong after greedy defire,and then ſhold 

thty not be incontinent, but vatemperate, which is much wozſe. 

Therkoze is incontinencie ſaide to be a diminiſhed vice, bicsuſe it 

hath in it a parte ofrcaſon, and likewiſe continency an vnperfcife 

vertue, bycauſe it hath in it parte of affeifion : therfoze me thinke 

that it can not be ſaid that the offences of the incontinent come of 
ignoꝛaunce, oꝛ that they be deceyued and offcnde not, when they 

knowe fo; a truth that they do offend. The L. octauian anſwered: 
Certeſſe M. peter) your argument is god, yet (in my mind) it is 
moze apparant than true, Foz althoughe the incontinent offende 
with that doubtfulneſſe, and reaſon in their mind ſtriueth againſt 
greedy decſire,and that that is ill ſcemeth vnto th# to be ill indceve, 
pet haut they no perfeif knowledge of it, noz vndcrſtande it ſo 
thzoughly as needercquircth. Therfoze of this, it is rather a feeble 
opinion in them, than certaine knowledge,whereby they agree fo 

baue reaſon ouertome by affeffi6:but if they bad in tbf true knows» 

ledge, there is no doubte , but they woulde not offende : bycauſe 

cucrmoze the thyng whereby gretdyt deſire ouertommeth rea- 

Jgnoz2unce ſon is ignozance,neithercan true knowledge bet curr ouercome 
© by affcifion , that pzoccedeth from the: bodye and not from the 

minde, and in caſe that it bet wel ruled and goucrned by reafon, it 

becommeth a vertue : if not, it betommtth a vice. But ſuche fozce 

reaſon hatte, that ſhet maketh the ſenſe: al waits to obey, and by 

Reaſon. Wonderous meancs aud wayes perceth, leaſte ignozaunce ſhould 
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poſſelſe that, whiche ſhe oughte to haue : fo that although the ſpl - 
ritcs and the ſinewes and the bones haue no reaſon in them, yet 
when there ſpzingeth in vs the motion of minde, that the imagi- 
nation (as it wert) pzicketh fozwarde, and ſhaketh the bzidle ts 
the ſpirites, all the members are in a readineſſe, the kettt to runnt, 
the handes to take 02 to doe that whiche the minde'thinketh vp- 
pon, and this is alſo manifeſtlye xnowen in manye, , whiche vn - 
wittinglye otherwhile cate ſome lotheſome and abhozring meate, 
but ſo well dꝛeſſed that to their taſte it appeareth moſte delicate :

The L. 0#4uian aunſwered : you 
haut judged arigbt. Ind therefoze J ſay vnto you, that continen- 
eye maye bet compared to a Capitayne that fighteth.manly, and 
though his enemits be x wel appointey; yet giueth he them 
the ouerthꝛow, but foz all that not .

of god p2opoztion : and on eneryſide framed of a certayn agree- 
ment with himſelfe, that fyllith him with ſuche a clecre calmneſſe, 
that he is ncucr out of paticnce : andbecommeth wholy and moſt 


and folow hir where (he luſte toleade him, without any reſiſtance 
like a tender lambe that renneth, ſtandeth and gorth alwayes by 
the Ewcs (ide, and moutth only as hee ſeeth bit do. This vertne 
thercfozeis moſte perfcif, and is chiefely requiſite in Pzinces, by - 
cauſe of it ariſe many othtr. Then the L.Ceſar Gonzaga, I wot 
not quoth he) what vertues requiſit foz Pzinces may ariſt of this 
temperaunce,if it bet Wee that riddcth the minde of affcifions (as 
you ſay) whicke perhappes wert mete foꝛ ſome Monke,oz Heres 
mite, but I cannot itt howe it ſbouldt bee requifite fox a Pzince 
that is couragious, freeharted and ofpzoweſſe in martiall frates, 


fop whatſorucris dont ts hym, utuct to haut anger, hatred, god 


will, diſdaine-lnſte,n any affcifion in him: noꝛ howe without 


thys het tan gette hymn auithozitye among the pcople and ſouldi⸗ 


ours. The L. octauian annſwered : J haut not ſaide that tems 
pcraunce ſhoulde thzoughlye ridde.and rotc out of mens mindes 
affections : ntyther ſhoulde it be well ſo to dot, bycauſe there be pet 
in affcitions fomepartesgod :'but that whiche- in affeffions ts 
cozrupt and ſtriuing againſt yoneſfie, ce bzingeth to obey vnte 
rcaſon. Therfozeit is not mette, to ridde the troubleſome diſqui⸗ 
etucſſe of the minde,;torcote vppe affeitions cleanc, foz thys were 
as if to:auoide dzonkeunefe, there oulde bee an affe-eſtabliſhed, 
that no man fhoulde dini wine : oi bycauſe othorwhile in run⸗ 
ning a mantaktth a tau, tua man ſhoulde bee fozbid — 
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Harke them that bzcake. hozſes, they bzeake them not from thetr 

tunnin j aud comming onlofte, but they will baue them to do it 

at the tune aud obtdienct of the rider. The affections therefoze 

that be clenled and tried vy temptraunct are aſſiſtant to vertue,as 

anger, that helpeth manlineſſe: hatred againſte the wycked, hel⸗ 

peth inſtice, and likewiſe the other vertues are aided by affeitions, 
whichein cale they were clean? taken awaye, they woulde leaue 

reaſon very feeble and fainte, ſu that it ſhoulde little pzcuaile, like 

a ſhippe maiſter that is without winde in a greate caulme, Mar⸗ 

uavle ye not then (mp L.Ce/ar ) if J haue ſaydt, that of tempe⸗ 

raunce ariſe manye other vertues.: foz when a mynde is in tune 

with this harmony, by the meane of reaſon hee eaſcly receyued af- 

ter ward true manlineſſe, which maketh him bolde and ſafe from al 
daunger, and (in a manner) aboue woꝛloly paſſions . Likewiſe _ __ 
Juſtice an vndtũled virgin, friend to ſober mode and godneſſe, Juſtice. 
queene of all other vertues,bycauſe ſhet te acheth to do that, which 

a man ought to dot, and to ſhunne that a man ought to ſhunne, 

and therefoze is ſhet moſte perfeit, bycauſe thzough bir the wozkes 

of the other vertues are bzought to paſſe, and ſhe is a belpe to him 


that hath hir both foz himſelf and foz others: without the which (es WA 
itiscommonly lade) Jupiter himſelfe coulde not wel gouern his Surge 


kyngdome 


- Stoutneſſe of courage doth alſo folowe after theſe, 

and maketh them all the greater,but ſhce can not ſtand alone, bi 

cauſe who ſo hath not other vertues,can not be of a ſtout courage, 

Ok theſe then wildome is guide, whiche conſiſteth in a certaine wiſpome. 
judgement to chouſe well. Ind in this happie chapnt are alſo 

lincked liberality, fumptuouſneſſe,the deſire tu laut a mas eſtima⸗ 

tion, merkeneſſe, pleaſantnefſe.courteſie in talke, and many other 

whicheis now no time to ſptake ot. But in caſe our Courtier wil

4s all the delitious gardens inthe wozlo baue not the like:Ind be Thewayeo 
ſhall feele'very iteeardontentation wythin himſelfe,when he rtnit᷑⸗ 4 EEC? > 
dreth'thathehath giuen him, not the tungs which foliſh perſons 
giue, which is,golde,oz filuer, plate,garments,and ſuche matters,

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and hee that tectiueth them exceeding great{toze : but that vertue, 
whiche perbappes among all the matters that belong vnto man, 
is the chiefeſt and rarcſt, that is to ſay,the manner and way to rule 
and to raigne in the right kinde. Uhiche alone were ſufficieyt to 
make men happie, and ta bzing once againt into the wozlde the 
golden age, whiche is wzitten to haut bin when 54eurnas raigned 
in the olde time.

greate Pꝛincts and the people. Is in oure dayts wee baut ſcene Marquelle of 
the L. Francis Gonzdgd WDarqueſſe of Mantua dot, Whiche in theſe M:ows, 


things ſeemcth rather king of all Je«ly,than Lozde ouer one Citit. 
IJ would aſſay alſo to bꝛing him to make greate buyldyngs, bothe 
fox his honour in life, and to giue a memozie of him to his poſtert- 
fie, as did Duke Fridericke in this noble Palaice, and nowe doeth 


from the Palaice to his houſe of pleaſure Belvedere, and manye o⸗ 
ther buildings, as alſo the olde auntient Roman did, wherof ſoma-

Thele things (think J) my 
Lo2de Octanian, beecoine a noble and a ryghte Pzince , and 
all make hym bothe in prace and warre moſte triumphant, 
and not put him in the heave of ſuchc particular and ſmall mat- 
ters, and haut a reſpeit to takt weapon in hande onely to conquere 
and vanquifhe ſuche as deſcrue to bre conquered, oz to pzofite his 
Subirdts wythall , oz to diſpoſſeſſe them that goucrne not as 
they oughte. Foz in caſe that the Romaines, Alexander, Hannis 
ball, and the reſtehadde had theſe reſpeits, they Could neuer haut 
reached tothe toppt of the glozy they didoe. The Lozde Ofaxian 
aunfwered then ſmilyng : Suche as hadde not theſe reſpeifes 
houlde haue done thr better in caſe they hadde hadde them: al» 
thoughe if pee conſider well, pee fhall fynde that manye hadde 
them, eſpecially thoſe auncicnteſt of olde tyme, a8 Theſeas, 
and Hercules. Ind thynkt not that Procuſtes, Scyron, Caccus, 
Tir Diomedes, Ant heus, and Gerion Wert anye other than cruelland 
nionſters. Wicked Tirans againſte whome theſe noble eouraged Demigods 
kepte continuall and moztall wartt, and therfoze, foz ridding the 

woꝛlde of ſuche intollerable monſters (foz Tirantes onghte not to 

bee called by other name) vnto Hercules were made Temple, and 

ſacrifices, and godly hotoures giuen hym, bycauſe the bencfite 

to tott vp Tirants is fo pzofitable tothe wozld, that who fo doeth 

it, deltrueth a far greater rewarde, than whatſocuer is nicttt foz 

3 a moztall man. And of them you haut named, Do you not thinke 
— that Alexander diddt pꝛolitte with his viitozirs the vanquiſhed? 
banquiſhcd. linct het lo traded thoſe barbarous nations whiche hee * 
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: - wyth ſuche god manners, that of wilve beaſfes hee made them 
, menne ? Hee buylte manye beautifuil Cities iu Countreyes pll 
inhabyted, plantyng thercin Cinill kynde of linyng, and as it

| mitye and holye Lawes, ſo that the vanquyſhed by hym were

come to his handes, it is to be tickned vpon, that he will darken the 
name of many Emperozs of old fime,and in renome be compared 
to the moſte famous that tuer were in the wozld. The L. octauian 
p2oceeded, I belcene therefoze that God hath ſent ſuch and ſo hea⸗ 
nenly Pzinces byon the earth , and made them one like another in 
youthe, in mightineſſe of armes, in ſtate, in handſomneſſe and diſ- 
poſition of perſon, that they may alſo bet minded alike in this god 
purpoſe:and in caſe any manner enuy oz ſtrife ofmatching others, 
ariſe at any time among then, it ſhall be, who ſhall be the rſt ,and 
moſte enclined and moſte couragious in ſo glozious an enterpꝛiſt, 
But let vs leaue this kinde of talke,and retourne vnto oure owne. 
Unto pou therefoze (mp L. ceſar) I (ape, that ſuch things as you 
wculde haut the Pzince to doe, be very greate and wozthye muche 
pꝛaiſe. But you muſt vnderſt and that if he be not ſkilfull in that J 
haut ſaide he ought to haue a knowledge in, and haut not framed 
his minde in that wiſe, and bent it to the waye of vertue, it Wall 
be hard foz him to bane the knowlege to be noble conraged, liberal, 
tuſt, quick ſpirited, wile, oꝛ to haut any other of thoſe qualities that 
belong vnto him: neyther woulde J haue him to bee ſuche a one 
koꝛ any other thing, but to haut þ vnotrſt ã ding to put in we theſe 
conditions (foz as they that builde, bee not all god wozkemen, 
ſo they that giut, be not all liberall) foz vertut neuer hurteth any 
man: and many there bee, that laye hande on other mens gw⸗ 
ds to giue, and ſo are lauiſhe of another mans ſubſtance. Some 
giue to them they onghte not, and leaue in wzetchedneſſe and 
myſerye luche as they det bounde tw. Other gyue wyth a 
tertaynt yll wyll, and (as it were) wyth a deſpyte, ſo wm 
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knowen they do it, by cauſe they can doe none other . Other doe 
not oncly not kcepe it ſecrete, but they call witneſſe of it, and (in 
a mantt) cauſe their liberalities to be cried. Other foliſhlye at a 
ſoddaint empty the fountaine of liberality , ſo that afterward they 
g can vſe it no moꝛe. Therefoze in this poynte (as in all other wat- 
ters) hee muſte haue a knowledge, and gouerne himſclfe with the 
wiſedome that is a companion vnto all the other vertues, whiche 
foz that they art in the midle,be nigh vnto the twoexrtremitics,that u ertut in the 
be vices. UUherefoze he that hath not knowledge runneth ſone in⸗ middle. 
to them. Foz as it is a harde matter in a circle to fynde out the 
pzicke in the centre, whichc is the middle, ſo is it hardt to fynd out 
the pzicke of vertut placed in the middle betwene two extreeme vi⸗ 
ces, the one fo2 the ouermuche, and the other foz the ouer little, 
and vnto theſe wee ore enclined, ſometymt tothe one, (ometyme 
to the other: and this is knowen by the pleaſure and griefe that is 
kelte wythin vs, foz thzoughe the one we doe the thyng that wee 
ought not, and thzou7he the other we leaue vndone that, whiche 
wet ought to dot: altzoughe pleaſure be much moze daungerous, 
bycauſe our judgement is (one led by it to be cozrupted. But by⸗ 
cauſe the perſeuerance howe karre a man is wide from the centre ol 
vertue, is a hard matter, we ought by little e little todzaw backe 
of our (clues to the contrarye parte ofthis extremitie, whiche we 
know we beenclined vnto, as they do, that make ſtraight croked 
ſtaues, foz by that meant we ſhall dꝛaw nighe vnto vertue, which 
is placed (as I haue ſapde) in that pzicke of the meane : whereby 
it commeth that by manye wayes we bee wide, and by one alone 
we doe onre office and duttit: like as Jrchers by one wayt alone 
hitte the marke, and by many miſſt the pzicke. Therfoze often- Extremities 
tymes a Pꝛintt to bet gentle and lowelye, dotth manye thyngs vices. 
contrarye to comelineſſe, and ſo humbleth hymlſclfe that het is 
nought ſette by. Soine other to (hewe a graue maieſtie wyth au- 
thozitye accoꝛdyng, becommeth cruell and vntollerable. Some 
one, to bet counted eloquent , entreth into a thouſande ſfraunge 
matters and long pzoceſſes, wyth curious wozdes giuyng eare 
to hymlelke, lo that other men can not fog lothſomeneſſe heare 
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dem. Thercfoze (my L.Ceſ«r )doe you not call a (malle matter

anye thing that may better a Pzince howe (mall ſo tuer it bee, 
No! thinke that J iudge it to bee in the repzoofe of my leſſong, 
where you ſaye, that a god Gouernourt inſfruffed therewithall, 
were then a god Pzince : foz perhappes there cannot be a greater 
pꝛaiſe noz moze comlye fox a Pzince, than to call him a god go- 
nernouce. Therefoze if it ſhoulde fall to my lotte to inſtructt hym, 


he (houlde haut a care not onelyt to gouerne the matters alreadye | 


- 


ſpoken of, but alſo farre leſſer, and vnderſt and in peecemeale what» | 


focucr b:longeth to hys people, aſmuche as were poſſyble : andne- 
uer credite noz truſte any officer ſo much, as to giue him the bzidle 
wholy into his handes , and the diſpoſing of the whole gouerne- 
ment. Fox no man is molt apt to al things. Ind much moze hurt 
commeth of the light beeliefe of Pzinces, than of miſtruſting,whi- 
che otherwhile doth not only not hurte, but oftentymes pzofiteth 
exceedingly. Pet in this point a god iudgement is verye neceſſa- 
rye in a Pꝛinct, to diſcerne who deſerueth to be put in truſte, and 
who not. J wouldt he ſhouldehaue a care to vnderſtande the do⸗ 
ings,and to be an duerſett of his officers and miniſters. To bzeake 
and to ende controuerſles among bys Subicites . To take vppe 
matters beetwecne them and fo knitte them togither in allyaunce 
by marriage. To pꝛouide ſo, that the Citit mat bee all ioyned 
togither and agreeing in amitit, like a pziuatc houſe, well peopled, 
not pet, quiet, and full ot᷑ god artificers . To ſhewe fauoure to 
marchant men, and to heipt them alſo wyth ſtockes. To bet lj 
berall and honourable in houſe keeping towarde ſtraungers and 
religions perſons , To temper all ſaperfluons matters, bycauſe 
thzonghe the offences committedin theſe thyngs, albcit they ap⸗ 
peare but ſmall, Cities many times fall in decape: therctoꝛt it is 
reaſon that the Pzince ſet a ſtint to the outrlumptuous buildings 
of pꝛiuatt men, banquetings, vnmeaſurable doweries ol women, 
their riotous exceſſe, their pompe in itwelles and apparaile, which 
is nothing elſe but a token of their folp : foz (beſide that thzoughe 
ambition and malice that one of them beareth an other, they ma⸗ 
nyc times lauiſhe oute theyꝛ liutlodt and hulbandes ſubſtaunct, 
othrrwhile koꝛ ſome pꝛtaty it well oz other matter offanſpr) ſomes 


time ther ſcll theiryoneltic to him that will duet it, Then ſapd 
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M Bernarde Bibien« ſmiling: You beginne (my T. Octaui an) to 


take my T. Gaſpars and Phbriſios parte, Then the L. octauian an- 
twertd in une manncr-\miling . The controuerſic is ended, and 
J entende not now to tenut it. Therefoze will A ſptabt nomoze 
of women, but retourne to my Pzince: Phriſio anſwered : you 
maye nowe leaue him hardely , and bee contented to haut hym 


ſuch a one as you haut inſtrufed hym. Foz doubtliCle it were an Sood Pain 
tallet matter ta fynde out a woman of the qualities the L. Julian ceo veryſcant 


hath: ſpoken of, than a pzince ofthe qualities you-woulde haue in 
dym. Therefoze (J feare mee) het is like the Common weale of 
plato, and wee (hall neuer ſce ſuch a one, vnleſſe it bee perhappes 
in Heauen, The L.Of4axi«n anſwered : things poſſpble, though 
thry be yarde; yet is it te be hoped that they ma pt bet: therefoze 
maye wee pet perhappes ſer dim vpon the earthin our time. Foz 
although the heauens be ſo ſcant in bzinging fozth cxcellent Pzin- 


ces, that in ſo many hundzed yeres we do ſcantly ſee one, ytt may 


this god lucke happen to vs. Then ſaide Count Lewis: I haue a 
ged hope ofit. Foz beſide the thzee greate ones that wee haue na. 
med, ol whome may be hopedit, that belongeth to the highe de- 
gree of a perfeif Pzince, there be alſo nowadayes in Italy certaine 
Pzinces childꝛen, whiche althoughe they bee not like to haut lucht 
power, may hap will ſupply it with vertue:and be that among thF 
al declareth a moze towatdntſſe, and pzomiſeth of yimſclfe a grea- 
ter hope than any ofthe reſt (me thinke) is the L. Fridericke Gon- 
⁊iga (on and heire to the Marquelle of Mantua, and nephewe to 
oure Dutcheſſe here, Foz beſide thehoneſte inclination to god 
nourture , and the diſcretion that hee declarethe in theſe tender 
ycares, they that haut the bzingyng vppe of hym, repoztc ſuche 
wonderous things as touching bys beyng wittye, deſirous of glo⸗ 
rye, ſtouthartcd, courtcous, freeharted, friendly to juſtice , ſo that 
ol ſo god a beginnyng, there tan not be loked for but a very god 
ende.

be giuen dym beſide the matters whyche theſe Lozdes haut ſpoken 
of, who (J belecue) haue lefte out both this and whatſoruer J am 
able to ſaye , not bycauſe they knewe it not better than J. but 
bycauſe they were loathe to take the paines : therefoze wyll J giue 
them leaue to got foxwarde, il they haue anye thing clſe lefte bee» 
hinde to be lade. Then layde the Dutcheſſe : Beſlve that it is 
late (foz within a while it will be tyme foz vs to make an ende fog 
this night) me thinke, wee oughtenot to mingle any other talke 
wyth this, wherein you hane gathered togither (uche lundꝛyt and 
godly matters, that concerning the ende ol Courtlineſſe, it may 
bee ſayde, that you art notonely the perlt ite Courticr whome we 
ſeeke foz, andable to inſtruffe youre Pzince well, but alſo (if to- 
tune bee ſo fauourable on youre ſide) ytt maye bee the god Pzince 
youre ſelfe, whiche ſhoulde not bee withoute greate pzofit to your 
Countrey. Then laughed the L.O# ain, and (ayd : Perhappes 
(madam) were J in that effate, it wold be with me as it is with 
many others þ can better ſay wel, than do wel. Here after a little 
debating ofthe matter to and fro among the companye, with cer- 
taine contentions tendyng to the commendation ot that that had 
bin (ſpoken, and agreeing on all hands not yet to bet bed time, the 
L. Jalian ſaid ſmiling : Madam, J am fo very an tnimpe to craft 
and guile.thatneedegmuſt J ſpeake againſt the L. Oct auian: wh 
koꝛ that bee is (as I muche doubt hym a ſectett conſpiratoꝛ with 
the L. Gaſpar againſtt women, hath ouerſhot himſelfe in commit- 
ting two erroures(in mine opinion) very great:wherof the one is, 
that meaning to pzefer this Courtier befoze the Gentlewoman of 
the Palaice, and to malt hym to paſſe thoſe boundes, that (hee is 
not able to reache to , hee bathe alſo pyeferred hym becfoze the 
Pzince, whiche is moſt vnſeemely. The other, that bee hath giuen 
him ſuch an end, that it is euermoze hard v otherwhile vnpoſſible 
koꝛ hym to come by it: and pet when he doth come by it, he ought 
not to haut the name ol a Courtier, J cannot ſce, quoth the L. 


Emilia. bo we it is harde oz vnpoſſyble foz the C ourtier to come 
by this hes ende, ——— + Ras: 
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deicgt the Prince. Graunte it hym not, aunſwered ſhe L.O#a- 
nian: fo: I baut not pzeferredthe C ourtier beefoze the Pzinee. 

Ind as touching the ende of Courtlinefſe, J date vndertake that 
Jam not ouerſcene in anyt point. Then anſwered the L. Julian: 
Pou can not ſay (my L. Octauian) that alwayts the tauſt. by 
tze whiche the cffeff is ſuche as it is, is no moze ſuche as the effcif 
is. Therefozencedesmuſte the Courtier, by whoſe inſtruttion il e 
Pꝛince muſte be of ſuche an excrliencie, bee moe excellent than 
the Pzince : ano in this wiſe hall hc be alſo of a moꝛt wozthinee 
thi the pꝛintt himſclfe, which is moſt vnſitting. Then concerning 
the ende of Courtlineſſe, that whiche you haut ſpoken map folow 
when there is little betweene the age of the pzince and the Coufti- 


ers : yet veryt hardelye, foz where there is (mall difference of age, + 


it is likely there is alſo (mall difference of knowledge. But in caſe 
the Pzince be olde and the Courtier yong: it is meete that the olde 
Pꝛinct knowe moze than the pong Courtier, and where thys fo- 
loweth not alwaies, it foloweth ſometime , and then is the ende 
whiche pou baue appointed to the Courtier vnpoſſyble; In caſe a- 
gayne the Pzince be pong. and the Courtier aged, much a do ſhal 
the Courtierhane to winne hint the god will of the Þzince with 
thoſe qualities that you haue giuen hym . Foz (to ſay the truthe) 
fcatesofarmes and the other exerciſes beclofig vnto yong men, 
an) be not tomtly in age : and muſicke , dauncing, feaſtyngs, 
ſpoztings, and lout, be matters to be laughed at in olde men, and 
(mee thinke) to an inſtructer ok the life and manners of a Pzince, 
who ought to bee a graut perſon and of autfhozitie, ripe in year es 
and experience, andifit were poſſible, a god Philoſopher, a god 
Captain, and to haue the knowledge almoſte ofenery thing, they 


art moſte vnfeemely . Wherefoze hee that inſfruifeth a pzince (4 


delttut) ought not to be calleda Courtier, but deſernetha farre 
greater and a moze honozable name. Therfoze/my L. Oct nian)

' foze (hall it become me alſo to take parte with the Courtier, Pow 
to make you anſwere to pour obieitions, yon al vnderſtand that 
J haut not ſaive, that the inſtruction of the Courticr ought to bee 
the onlye cauſe why the Pzince ſhoulde bee ſuch a one, foz in cafe 
be be not enclined of nature and apte tobe ſuch a one, all diligence 
and txhoꝛtation of the Courtier were in vaine. Js in like manner 
tuttyt god huſbandeman ſhoulde laboure in vaine, that would 
takt in hande to tyll and (owe with god graine the barraine ſand 
of the Sta, bycauſe this barreinnele in that place is naturall.

There bee therefoze manye 
Pzinces, that woulde bee god, in caſe their myndes were well 
tilled, and of them ſpeake J, not ofſuche as ber lykec the barrapne 
Countrey, and of nature ſo farre wide from god conditions, that 
no teaching were able to frame their mynde to a tight trade. Ind 
fozlomuche as (as wee haut alreadye ſaide ) ſuche cuſtomts and 
Virtus ia ati» Noptrtyts bee ingendzed in vs, as oure droyngs are, and bertue 
one, conſiltcth in doing and pꝛackiſt, it is not vnpoſſyble noz any mar- 
uaile, that the Courticr ſhouldt traine his Pꝛince in manye ver- 
tues, as iuſtict, liberalitie, noble courage, tbe acting whereof 
he, though his greatneſſe, may ligbtlp put in vze and make it cu- 
Come,which the Courticr can not doe, bycauſe he hath no meanes 
to-pzaitiſe them. Ind thus the Pꝛinct inclined to,vertue by the 
Courticr, map become moze vertuous than wee 
that,

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that, you wuſte conctyut that the whetſtone whyche tutteth not 
a whitte, dothe yct make « tole Warpe: thercfoze althoughe the 
Courticrinſtrutfcth hys Pziace, petcmee thinke) it is not to bee 
ſaydt that hee is of a moꝛt wozthinelſe than bys Pzynce. That 
the ende of this Courticr is harde , and ſometyme vnpollpblt, 
and that when the Courtier doth come by it, he ought not to be 
named a Courticr,but dcſeruetha greater name, J tell you plain

lye, that I denye not this hardeneſſe , bycauſe it is no leſſe harde the Court ix

Pet by reaſon (mct thinke) the vnpoſſyblencſſe ofthe 
matter lycth «ot in the poyntt that you haue allcadged, Foz in 
caſe the Courtier bee lo pong that het hathe not vnderſtandyng 
inthe thyng, whyche hee oughte to haut a knowledge in, it is 
not to the purpoſe to ſpeake ofhym , bycauſe bee is not the Tour- 
ticr that wee cntreate vppon , neyther is it pofſyble fox hym that 
muſte haut a ſyghte in ſo manyt thyngs to bee verye pong. Ind 
if it happen mozcouer the Pzince to be ſo wiſe and godof himſelfe, 
that he nerdeth no exhoztations oz councell of others (although it 
be ſo harde a matter as tutrye man knoweth ) it ſuffiſeth that the 
Courtier be ſuch a one, as it his. Pzince had neede, he could make 
bym vertuous : and then mapt het in effete fulfill the other parte, 
not to ſuſter him to be deceyued , and to wozke that tuermoꝛe hee 
may vnderſtand the truth of tuery thyng, and bolſter him againCt 
flatterers, andraplers, and all ſuche as ſhoulde endeuour to toꝛ- 
rupte his minde with vnhoneſte delights. Ind in this wiſe (all he 
pet come by a parte of hys ende thoughe hee can not pꝛackiſe the 
whole, which can not be juſtcly laide to him foz a faulte, ſince het 
refraineth the doyng ol it vpon ſo god a ground. Foz were an ex - 
cellent phyſition inplace where al wer ſound and in helth, a man 
onghte not therefoze toſaye , that the Phiſition (althoughe het 
cured no diſcaſed) wanted of his ende. UWherfoze as the Phillti⸗ 
ons reſpeife oughte to be the healthe of men, tuen ſo the Courtiers 
the vertue of his Pzince : and it ſufficeth them bothe to haut

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ende inwardly grafte in them, When the wante of vttcringit oute- the veren — 


wardelye in pzaifiſe , is octalloned by the Subiett, to the whyche 


thes cnde is direited, But in caſe the Courticr were ſo olde. tdat it tiers. 
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bettamt bym not to bee doyng in muſicke, feaſtings, ſpoxtings, 
marciall feates , and the other Clightes of the bodye, yer can it 
not be layde notwythſtandyng, that it were vnpoſſyble foz bym 
to enter that waye infauoure wyth bys Pzince : foz where bys 
age taketh away the pzaiſpng of thoſe things, it taketh not away 
the vnderſtandyng of them, and if hee haut pzaifiſed them in bys 
youthe, it maketh him to haue ſo muche the moze perfeife judges 
ment in them, and giueth a knowledge to teache them hys Pzince 
ſo much the moze perkt ctly. as peares and experience bzing knows 
ledge of all things wyth them. Ind thus ſhall the aged Cour- 
tier, althoughe hee exerciſe not the qualitits that het is endowed 
withall,come by bys ende at length, to inſtruife well his Pꝛinct. 
Indin caſe you willnot call him a Courtier, it ſhall nothyng of- 
kende mee, koꝛ nature hathe not appointed luche narrowe bounds 
to the dignities of men, that one maye not come vp from one to 
an other: therfoze manye times meane ſouldiozs ariſe to be Cap» 
taynes : pziuate men, Kings: pzicſtes,Popes: and ſcholers, mais 
ſters : and ſo wyth theyz degree oz dignitie, they take theyz name 
accozdingly.

Foz there can not bee imagined a moze noble Philoſo- 
phie, than to bzing to a cinill trade of lining ſuche wylde people 
as were the inhabitauntes of Bactria and Cancaſus, India, and 
$cythia, and to trache them matrimonie, huſbandzy; to honoure 
their fathers,to abſtaine from robbing and killing, and from other 
naughtie conditions, and to buylde ſo many moſt noble Cities in 
ſtraunge Countreys, lo that infinite thozough thoſe lawes were 
bought from a wylde lyfe to lyut lyke men. Ind of theſe thinges 
in Alexander, the authoz was Ariftotle in pzaifiſing the ways of a 
god Courtier:the which Caliſtbenes couldnot do, fox all Ariſtotle G 
ſhewed him the way ofit,who bicauſe he was a right [philoſopher, 
and ſo ſharp a miniſter of the bare truth without mingling it with 
Courtlineſſe, pe loſte his life and pzofited not, but rather gane 
{claunder to Alexander. With the verie ſame way of Courtlineſſe 
Platoframed Dion h 8yratuſen, But when he met afterward with 
Dionyſius the tyꝛunt, like a bot all ful of faults e errozs, t rather 
needful to be titant blotted out, than altered oz copreffed, bicauſe it 
wan not poſſible to ſcrape out of him that blotte of tirannie,wher- The c ourti- 
withal be was ſtained long togither,he would not pralfiſe ter. 2. feng nor 
inthe wores of Countierhptes thought ey ond be all vices 
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vayne: The which our Courtier ought to do allo, if this channce 
bee to ſerve a pꝛinct of ſo pll a nature, that by long cuſtome is 
growen in vile with vices, as they that haue the conſumption of 
the lungs with their diſcaſe. Fox in this caſe he onghte to fozſake 
bis leruict, leaſt he btart the blame of his Lozdes pil pzaffiſes, oz 
fecle the hartgricke that all god men haut which lerut the wicked. 
Here when the Lozd 04auta had made a ſtay, the L. Gaſpar ſayd: 
I baddenot thoughte our Courtyec had bene ſo woꝛthyt a per- 
ſonage . But ſince Ariſtotle and plato be his mates, I iudge no 
man ought to diſoayn this name any moze.Pet wote J not whe- 
ther J mayebelcenc that Ariſtotle and Plato tuer daunced, oꝛ were 
Mulitians in all their lyfe tymt, oz pzaTiſed other fcates of chi» 
ualrie. The Lozde 0#azian anſwered: Ilmoſt it is not lawfull 
to thinke that theſe two diuine wittes were not ilfull in cuery 
thyng, and thcrefoze it is to bet pzeſuppoſed, that they pzaTiſco 
what uer belongrd to Courtlyntſſe. Foz where it commeth to 
purpole, they ſo pennt the mattcr, that the vtrit craftes maſters 
theinſelues knowe by their wzitynges, that they vnderſtode the 
Whole tuen to the pith andinnermoſte rotcs . Wherefoze to a 
Courtyer oz inſtruifer of a Pzince(how eucr ye luſt to terme him) 
that tendeth to the god ende, whiche we haue ſpoken of, it is not 
to be ſayd, but that all the god qualities whiche theſe Lozds baue 
giuen him do belong, thoughe he were neuer ſo graut a Philoſo- 
pher oz boly in his manners: bycauſe they ſtriue not againſt god. 
nelle, diſcretion, knowledge and will, in all age, and in all tyme 
and plate. Then the Lozde Gaſpar, J ttmembꝛt (quoth he)that 
theſe Lozdes yeſternyghte reaſoning of the Courtyers qualities, 
dyd allowe him to bee a loucr, and in making a rehcarſall of as 
muche as hytherto hath beene ſpoken,'a man mare pyke onte a 
concluſyon, That the Courtier (whiche wyth hys wozthineſſe and 
credite muſte encline bis Pzince to vertue) f i maner of veceſii= 
tie be aged, los knowledge commeth verye lildomte tymes beefoze 
1 and eſpecially in matters that beelearned wyth erpcricnce: 

can not ſte, when hee is well dꝛawen in yearcs, howe it wyll 
lande well wyth dym to bee a loutt, conſidering (as it hathe 


bene lay de the other nightt) Love framerh not with olde men, = 
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the trickts that in vong men be galaunttneſſe, conrteſie and pꝛe⸗ 
ciſencſſc lo acceptable to women, in them are mietre follits, and 
fondneſſe to bee laughed at, and purchate hym that vſcth then 
hatred of women, and mockes of othcts. Therefozr in caſe thys 
your ore an oldt Courtier were alouer , and pzaitiſed the 
feates that yong loucrs do as ſome that we haut Iten in out days) 
I fearc me, he would forget to trache his Pzincc : and peraduen- 
ture bopes woloe mocke hum behinde hiv backe, and women wolde 
haue none other delightt in him, but to make him a ieſ ing focke. 
Then ſaide the £ o,. Since all the other qualities appointed 
to the Courtier are meete foz him, althou ah he bee olde, me thinke 
wee ſhould not then barre hym from thys happinelſt to loue. Nay 
rather, quoth the Lozde Gaſpar, to take this lout from hym, is a 
perfeition ouer and about, and a makyng bym to liut hoppilye out 
of miſerye and wzetchedneſſe. M. peter Bembo ſaydt: Remems 
der you not (my Lozd Gaſpar) that the L. oc auian declared the o- 
ther night in his deuiſe of paſtimes, althougde hee be not ſulltull in 
lout, toknowe yet that there bee ſomie louers , whyche recken the 
dildtignes, the angers, the debates and toꝛmentts wbyche they 
receiue of their Ladies, \weete ? Uherevppon hee required to bee 
taught the cauſc ofthis ſweetenelſe , Therefoze in caſe our Cours 
tier (thoughe hee bee olde) were kindled with thoſe loues that bee 
fweete without any bitter \macke , hce ſhoulde feele no miſcrie noz 
wꝛetchednelſt at all. Ind beting wiſe, as wee ſctte caſt he is, hee 
Qoulde not bee deceyned in thinking to bee mecte foz him whatſo⸗ 
tuer were meete foz yong men, but inlouing ſhoulve perhaps loue 
aftera ſozte, that might not only bzing hym in ſclandir, but to 
much pꝛayſt and great happineſſe, without any lothſomneſſe at al, 
the whyche verye ſeldome oz (in manner) neuer happeneth to 
yong min: and ſo ſhoulde het ne ythett laye aſide the teaching of 
Pzince, noz yet committe anyethyng that ſhoulde deſtrut the 
ofboyes, Then ſpake the Dutcheſſe : J am glad (M. 
Peter) that you have not bent muche troubltd in oure reaſonyngs 
thin night, foz nowe we may be the bolder to glue you in chardge 
foſpcake, and to teache the Countier this ſo happy a lout, whyche 
dzyngeth wythit neyther ſclaunder, noz any inconueniencie :kfoz .

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perhappes it ſhall bee one of the nectllaritſt and pzofttableſt quali- 
ties thut hitherto hath bene giuen him, therfoze ſpeake of god fe» 
lowſhippe as muche as you know therein. N. Peter laughed and 
ſayde : J would be loathe (Madam) where J ſaye that it islefull 
koꝛ olde men to loue, it ſhoulde bee an occaſſion foz theſe Lodies to 
tyinke mee olde : therefoze hardly giue ye this cnterpꝛict to an o- 
ther. The Dutcheſſe aunſwered : Pou oughte not to refuſe to lte 
counted olde in knowledge,thoughe ye be yong in yeares . There- 
foze ſayt on, and excuſe pour ſellt no moge. M. peter ſapde: Surt⸗ 
lye (Madam) il J muſte cntreate vppon thys matter, J muſte 
firſte go aſke counſell of my Heremit Lavinello.The L. Emilia ſaid 
then halfe in anger: There is neuer a ont in all the companye ſo 
diſobedient as you be( . Peter)theretoze ſhoulde the Dutcheſſe doe 
well to chaſtice you ſomewhat foz it. M. Petey ſayde (milyng : fo; 
lout of God (Madam) ber not angry wyth mee, foz J will ſaye 
What cuer pou wyll haue mee. Goe to, ſayt on then, aunſwered 
the U. Emilia. Then M. Peter after a whilcs ſilence, ſomewhat 
ſettling himſclfe as though: he ſhoulde entreate vppon a waightye 
matter, layde thus: Wy Lozdes, to ſorwe that olde men may loue 
not onely without ſclaunder , but otherwhilemoze happilye than 
pong men, J muſte be enfozced to make alittle diſcourſe to declare 
what lout is, and wherin conſiſteth the happineſſe that louers may 
haut. Therefoze J beſeeche yce giut the hearing wyth heedeful- 
neſſe, foꝛ I hope to make you vnderſtand, that it were not vnſitting 
foz anye man here to bee alouer,in caſe hee were fifteene oꝛ twens 
tie peares clver than M. Morello. Ind here aſter they had laughed 
a While, M. peter p2occeded. I ſape therefoze that accozding as it 
is defined of the wiſe men of olde time)L ove ts nothing elſe but a cers 
taine coueting toenioy beautie : and fogſomuche as coueting longeth 
foz nothing, but foz things knowen , it is requiſite that knowledge 
got tutrmoꝛe befoze coneting, whyche of hys owne nature willeth 
the god, but of himCſelfe is blinde, and knoweth it not. Therefoze 
hathe nature ſo oꝛdtyned that to tuery vertut of knowledge there 
is anne red a vertne of longing. Ind bycauſe in our ſoule there bee 
there manner wayes toknowe , namely, by ſenſe, reaſon, and yn- 
derſt anding: of {ruſe there ariſeth appetite oz longing, whiche is 


common 
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commune to bs with bꝛutt draſtes: of reaſon arriſcth clefion o; 
choytt, whiche is pzoper to man: of vnderſtanding. by the whiche 
man may be partner with Tungelles,arriſeth will. E utn as ther- 
foze the ſenſe knoweth not but ſenſible matters, and that whiche 
may be fclt,ſo to the appetite: 02 Coreting ontly deſireth the ſame: 
and tuen as the vnderſtanding is bent but to beholde things that 
may bet vndcrſtode, ſo is that will onely fedde with ſpirituall 
godcs, Man of nature indowed with reaſon, placed as it wert) in 
the middle betweene theſe two extremities,may thzough his choice 
inclinyng to ſenſe, oꝛ reaching to vnderſtanding, come nigh to the 
coueting ſometime of the one, ſometime of the other parte. In 
theſe loꝛtes therefoze may beawtie be coveted, the genttall name 
whereof may be applied to all things, eyther naturall oz artifict» 
all, that are framed in god pꝛopoꝛtion, and due tempꝛt, as they? 
nature beareth . But ſpeaking of the beewtic that wee meane, 
whiche is oncly it, that appeareth in bodics, and eſpcctally in the 
face of man, and moucth this feruent coveting whiche wee call 
Love, Wee will terme it an influence of the heauenly bountifulneſſe, 
the whiche foz all it ſtretcheth ouer all things that be created (like 
the light of the Sunne) yet when it findeth out a face well pꝛo⸗ 
poztioned,and framed with a certaynt liuely agreement of ſcucrall 
colours,and ſet ft with lights and ſhadowes, and with an oꝛ⸗ 
derly diſtaunce and limites of lines, thercinto it diſtilleth it Celfe 
and appeareth moſte welfauoured, and decktth out and lightneth 
the lubieck where it ſhineth with a marueplous grace and gli- 
ſtring (lykc the Sunne beames that ſtrike agaynſt beautifull plate 
of fine Golde wzought and ſette with pzecious irwelles) ſo that it 
dzaweth vnto it mennes eyes with pleaſure,and percing thzough 
them, impzinteth himſclfe in the ſoule, and with an vnwonted 
fwerteneſſe all to ſtirreth hyꝛ and delittth, and ſetting hyꝛ on fire 
maketh hyz to couete him. UWhen the ſoule then is taken 
with coneting to enioy this becwtie as a god thing, in caſe (hee 
ſuffer hit ſelfe to be guydtd with the judgement of ſenſe, ſhe falleth 
into moſte deepe erroures, and judgeth the body in whiche 
Beaweie i diſcerned to be the pꝛincipall cauſe thereof: where- 
vpon to entoy it, hee reckeneth it _ to joigne as — 
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n poſteſling ly as (hee can with that bodit, whiche is kalle: and thertkoꝛe who 


beauty is not 


ſo thynketh in polſellyng the body to enioy Beautie, he is farre de- 
ttyued, and is moued to it, not with true knowledge by the choyce 
of reaſon, but with falſe opinion by the longyng of ſenſe. Uther» 
vppon the pleaſure that foloweth it, is alſo falſe and of neceſ» 
Citie full of crroures. Ind therefoze into ont of the two vices 
runne all thoſe louers that ſatiſfic theyz vnboneſt luſtes with the 


niually women whome they lour ; Foz tyther aſſwne as they be come 


P2opertic's 


to the courted ende, they not onely feele a fulncſſe and lothlome⸗ 
neſſe, but alſo conceyue a hatred agaynſt the wight beloucd, as 
tyough longyng repentedhym of bis offence, and acknowledged 
the deceyte wzought hym by the falſe iudgement of ſenſe, that 
made hym belreue the yll to bee god: oz clles they continue 
in the very (ame couetyng andgrecdyneſſe, as though they were 
not in deede come tothe ende, whiche they ſought for. And al⸗ 
beit thzough the blinde opinion that hath made them dꝛonken(to 
theyz ſeempyng) in that inſtante they feele a contentation, as the 
dyltalcd otherwhple , that dzcame thty dzynke of ſome cliece 
ſp:ing,yet be they not ſatiſfied, noz leaue off ſo. Ind bycaule of 
pollcllyng courted godneſle, there arriſeth alwayes quietnefſe-and 
ſatiſtaction in the poſſeſſours mynde, in caſe this were the true and 
right ende of thcir couetyng, whan they poſſeſſe it they woulde 
be at quittneſſt and thzoughly ſatiſficd, whiche they bee not: but 
rather deceyued thzough that lykencſſe , they fozthwith returne 
agayne to vnbꝛydled coueting, and with the very ſame trouble 
whiche they kelte at the firſte, they fall agayne into the ragyng 
and moſte burnyng thirſte of the thing, tyat they hope in vaynt 
to poſſeſſe perfectly. Theſe kinde of loutrs therefoze loue mollt 
vnluckily, fox eyther they neuer come by thepꝛ conetings, whiche 
is a greate vnluckineſſc : oz tlles if they do come by them, they 
finde they come by theyꝛ hurte, and ende they miſerics with 0. 
ther greater miltrits: foz bothe in the beginnyng and middle of 
this loue, there is neutr other thing felt, but afflifions, tozments, 
gricfes, ppning, trauayle, ſo that to be wanne, vextd with conti⸗ 
nuall tcarcs, and ſighes, to lyut with a diſcontented nundt, to be 
alwaycs dumbe, 0z to lament, to couet death; in +" 
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moſte vnlucky,are the pzoperties whiche ( they ſay ) belong to lo⸗ 
uers . The cauſe thercfoze of this wzetchedneſſc in mens miudes, 
is pzyncipally s enſe, whiche in youthfull age brarcth moſt ſway, 
bycauſc the luſtineſſe of the flee and of the bloude, in that ſcaſon 
addcth vnto him turn ſo muche fozce, as it withdzaweth from 
reaſon : therefoze doeth it eaſely trayne the ſoule to folow appetite 
oz longyng, foz when ſhee letth byz ſelfe dzowned in the earthly 
pzyſon, bycauſeſhce is ſrtte in the office to gonerne the body, ſhce 
can not of hyz ſclfe vnderſtande plaincly at the firſte the truth of 
ſpirituall behold ing. Whercfpze to compaſſc the vnterſtanding 
of things, ſhet muſte go begge the beginnyng at the ſenſcs, and 
therefoze Chee belecueth them, and gineth tare to them, and is con» 
tented to be lead by them, eſpecially when they haue ſo much cous 
rage,that(in a maner)they cnfozce hir,4 bicauſe they be deccitefull, 


they fill hit with trrouts and falſc opinions. Whervpon moſt c6- _ 


monly it happcneth, that pong men be wꝛapped in this ſenſuall 
loue, which is a very rebell againſt reaſon,and therefoze they make 
themſclues vnwozthy to enjoy the fauoures and bencfites, whiche 
loue beſtoweth vpon his true ſubie cx, neither in loue feele they any 
other pleaſures , then what beaſtes without reaſon do, but muche 
moꝛe grieuous affliikios. Setting caſe therfoze this to be ſo, which 
is moſt true, J ſap,that the contrary chaunceth to them of a moze 
ripe age. Foz in caſe they , when the ſoule is not nowe ſo muche 
wayed downe with the bodily burden, 4 when the natural burning 
aſſwagcth and dzaweth to a warmth, if they bee inflamed with 
btauty, and to it bend their coveting guyded by reaſonatle choyce, 
they be not deceived, and poſſeſſe deauty perfcifly, and therefoze 
thzough the poſſcſſing of it, alwayes gwodneſſe enſucth to them:bi- 


cauſe beauty is god, conſcquintly the trut loue ok it is moſt god 1=ca::rie, 


and holy, and euermoze bzingeth fozth god fruites in the ſoules of 
them, that with the bzidle of reaſon reſfrayne the ill diſpoſition of 
ſenſe, the which old men can much ſoner do than pong. Jt is not 
therioze out of reaſon to ſay, that old men may alſo lout without 
(claundcr 4 moze happily, than yong men: taking notwithſt ãding 
this name old, not fox the age at the pittes bzincke, noz when the 


canelles of the body be lo feeble, that the ſoule can not thzough

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them wozke byz feates, but when knowledge in bs is in his right 
ſtrength, Ind J will not alſo hide this from you: namely, that J 
ſuppoſe, where ſenſuall lout in tuerp age is naught, pet in pong 
men it oeſerueth excuſe, and perhaps in ſome caſe lawkull: foz al- 
though it putteth them in affliftions, daungers, trauels, and the 
vnfoztunateneſe that is ſapd, yet are there many that to winne the 

the god will of their Ladies practice vertuous things, whiche foz 

all they be not bent to a gos end, yet art they god of theiniſclues, 

and lo of that muche bitterntllt they pike out a litle [werteneſſt, 

and thzough the avucrſitics whiche they ſuſtaynt, in the ende they 
acknowledge their errour , As J judge therefoge,thoſe yong men 

that bzydle theyz appetites, and loue with reaſon, to be godly; 

ſo do J holde excuſed ſuche as ꝓttide to ſenſuall lout, where » 

vato they be lo inclined thzough the weakeneſſe and frailtie of 

man: ſo they ſhewe therein meeken:Ce, courteſit, and pzoweſle, 
_ andthe other wozthie conditions that theſe Lozdes haue ſpoken 
ok, and when thoſe pouthkull ytares be gone and paſte, Icaue it off 

cleane, keepyng aloufe from this ſenſuall coucting as from the 
lowermoſt ſteppe of the Nayzcs, by the Whicht a man may al⸗ 

tende to true loue. But in caſe after they dzawe in yeares once, 

they reſerue till in their toldt bart the fire of appetites, and biyng 

ffoute reaſon in ſubitttion to feeble ſenſe, it tan not bet ſaydt how 

muche they are to be blamed : foz lyke menne without ſenſe they 

deſerue with an tuerlaſting ſhame to be put inthe number of vn⸗ 
reaſonable lining creatures, bycauſe the thoughts and wayts of 

ſenſuall loue be farre vnſitting foz ripe age. Here Bemtbo pauſed a 

while as though he would btath him, and when all things were 

whiſt, M. Morello of orten ſaydt: Ind in caſe there were ſome 

olde man moꝛt kreſhe and luſtic and of a better complexion than 

many pong men, why would you not haue itlawfull foz him to 

lout with the lone that pong men lout? The Dutcheſſt laughed 

and ſaydt: if the tout of yong men be ſo vnluckie. why would you 

(M. Morello) that ole men ſhoulde alfo lone with this vnlucki⸗ 
neſſe? But in caſe vou wert old (as theſe mf (ay you be) you wold 

not thus pꝛocurt p hurt of old me. i. Morello anfwered: The hurt 


of old men(me ſermeth) a4/Peter Fembo pi ocuttth, who will haue 
them 
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them to loue after a (ozte , that J foz my parte vnderſlande not 
and me thinke) the polſtſſyng of this beauty, which ber pzapſeth 
ſo muche, without the bobye, is a dzcame , Dot pou belecue u. 
Morello, quoth then Count Lewis, that beautyt is always ſo 
god a thing as M. Peter Bembo ſpeaketh of? Mot J in god (wth, 
anſwered M. Morello: But Jremember rather that J baut ſcene 
many beautifull women of a moſte pll inclination, crucll, and 
ſpitefull, and it ſcemeth that (in a matiner) it happencth alwaycs 
lo, foz btautyt maketh them pzoude : and pzide, cruill, Count 
Lewis (aide ſmiling: To you perhappes they ſcenic crucll. bycauſe 
they content you not wyth it, that you woulot haue. But cauſe 
M. peter Bembo to ttache you in what ſoꝛtt olde men oughte to 
couet beautic, and what to lecke at their Tadyts handes,and what 
to content themſelucs wythall : and in not paſſyng outt of theſe 
boundes,yee ſhall ſce that they (hall bee nepther pꝛoudt noz cruell: 

and will ſatiſfpe you with what you ſhall require. . Morello let⸗ 
med then ſomewhat oute of pacience, and ſayde: J will not know 
the thing that toucheth mee not. But cauſe you to be taught howe 
the yong men oughte to conet this beauty, that are not ſo freſhe 
and luſty as olde men bee. Here sir Fridericke to pacifye M. Mos 
rello, and to bieake their talke, woulde not ſuffer Counte Lewis 
to make aunſwere, but interrupting him, ſaide:Perhappes M. Mo# 
rello is not altogither out of the waye in ſaying that beauty is not 
alwaycs god, foz the beautye of women is manye times cauſe of 
infinite tuyls in the wozide, hatred, warte, moztalityc, and de⸗ 
ſtruifion, wherof the raſing of Trove can be a god witucſſt. And 
beautifull women fox the moſtt parte be ether pzoude and cruell 
(as is ſaid oꝛ bnchaſt, but M. Morello Would finde no fault with 


that. Ther be alſo many wicked men that haue the comlineſſc of a 


beautifull countenaunce.⁊ it ſemeth nature hath ſo ſhaped them, 
bycauſe they may be the readier to dectiue, and that this amiable 
lokt were like a baite that couercth the hoke. Then M. Peter Bẽ- 
bo, btlttut not{quoth he) but btanty is alwayes god. Here Count 
Lewis bicauſe he wold tttourn again to bis fozmer purpoſe, intcr- 
rupted him and ſaid : Since M. Morello paſſeth not to vnderſtond 


at, whiche is ſoncceſſary foz him,teache it it. z ſytwe wi howe 
M11, K. iij. olde 
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olde men may come by this happineſſe of loue, foz J will not care 
to be counted olde. ſo it maye pzofit me. . Peter Bembo laughed 
and (2id:firſt will Þ take the trrour out of theſe gentlemens mind: 
and afterward wil J ſatiſfy.you alſo. So beginning a freſh: By

Uyerevpon doeth very lloome an yll ſoule dwell ina beautifull 

body. Ind therefoze is the outward beauty a trut ſigne of the in» 

ward godneſſe, and in bodyts this comelineſſc is impꝛinted moze 

and leſſe (as it wert) foz a marke ofthe ſoule, wherby (hee is out» 

wardly knowen : as in trees, in whiche the beautye ofthe buddes 

giutth a teſtimony of the godneſſe of the fruite. Ind the very (ame 

— hapneth in bodyes, as it is ſetne, that Palmeſtrers by the viſage 
e know many times the conditions, and otherwhile the thoughts of 

mf, Ind which is moꝛt, in teaſts alſo a man map diſcerne by the 

face the qualitie of the courage, which in the body declarcth it ſelfe 

as much as it can, Judge you bow plainly in the face of a Lyon, 

a hoꝛſe. and an Eagle, a manſhall diſcerne anger, ficrceneſſe,and 

ſtoutneſſe: in Lambs + Doues ſimpleneſſe and very innocencit:

Tye bold: gttatt Ingyn ok the woꝛlde. whiche God created foz the healthe 
Th: hcaucn. andpeeſernation-ofenery thong that was made . Tt Heanen 
rounde beſette wyth lo manye Heauenipelightes ; ee 
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middle, the Earthe enuironed wyth the Elementes, andvphelde Tye cart). 
wyth the waighte ok it lelle: The Sunne, that compaſſyng a- Tyc Dunne, 
boutc gyueth lighte to the whole, and in winter ſcaſon dꝛaweth 
to the lowermoſte ſignt, afterwarde by little and little clymcth The Moone . 
agaynt to the other parte: The Monte, that of hym taketh 
hir lyghte , actoꝛding as (hee dꝛaweth nighe, oz gocth farther 
from hym : Ind the other fiuc ſtarrts, that diuerſipe keepe the The planets. 
verye lamt courſe. Theſe things among themlelues haue luche 
fozce by the knittyng togither of an oꝛder ſo neceſſarilpe framed, 
that with alteryng them anyt one totte, they (houlde bee ail l:w- 
{cd, end the Wozide woulde decape. They haut alſo ſuche beau⸗ 
tie and conclineſle, that all the wittcs men haue, can not imagin 
a moze beautifull matter, Thincke nowe of the ſhape of man, W n. 
whyche maye bee called a little woꝛlot: in whome cuerye parcell g, p6ricic. 
- ofhis body is ſcene to be neceſſarily framed by art and not by hap, 
and then the fourme altogyther moſte beautifull, ſo that it were a 
barde matter to iudge, whether the members, as the eyes, the 
noſe, the mouth, the tattes, the armes, the bꝛeaſt, and in like ma» 
ner the other partes , giue eyther moze pzofit to the countenaunce 
and the reſte ofthe body, oz comclineſſe. The lyke maye bee ſayde 
of all other liuyng creatures. Beholde the feathers of foults, the Koules. 
leauts and boughes of trees, whyche bee-giuen them of nature to * 
keepe them in their being, and yet haut they withall a very greate 
ſightlineſſe . Leaue nature, and come to arte . What thyng is (0 
neceſſary in ſ:ilyng veſlciles, as the foze parte, the ſides,the main. 
yardts, the maſte, the ſales, the ferne, oarcs, ankcrs, and tack» Sy ippea. 
lyngs ? alltheſe thyngs notwythltanding art ſo well fanouredin 
the eyc, that vnto whoſo beboldeth them, thep ſecme to haue beene 
founde oute aſwell toz plcaſure, as foz pzofit . Pillers and greate _ 
btamts vpholde highc buildings and Palaicts, and yet arc they no =*dings. 
lee pleaſurefull vnto tht eycs, ofthe beholders, than pzofitable 
to the buildyngs . Alben men beeganne firſte tobuyloe. in the 
middle of Temples and houſes,they reared the ridge oftherwſe, Tyeroott ot 
not to make the wozkes to haue a better ewe, but bycauſc the heulcg. 8 
water might the moze commodioullye auopde on bothe lydes: 
yet vnto pꝛoũt there was GOUT adiopneda faire; ſightlyncſle, 

ij. ſo 
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fo that if vnder the ſkyt where there falleth neyther haile noꝛ rapne 
a man ſhoulde builde a Temple, wpthout a reared ridge, it is to 
bee thoughte, that it coulde haue neyther a ſightly chewe noz any 
beauty, Beſidt other things therefoze it giucth a greate pꝛayſt to 
the woꝛlde, in ſaying that it is beautifull. It is pꝛaiſed, in ſaying, 
the beautyfull ꝛtautn, beautifull Earthe, beautifull Sta, beans 
tifull rivers, beautifull wodes, trees, gardens, beautifull Citics, 
beautifull Churches, houſes, armies. In concluſion this come» 
ly and holy beauty is a wonderous ſctting oute of cnery thing, 

Ind it maye be layd, that Good and beautifull bt aftet a (ozte one 
ſelfe thing, eſpecially in tbe bodyts of men: of the beautie wher- 
of the nygheſt cauſe ( Jſuppoſe ) is the beautye of the ſoule: 
the whyche as a partner of the right and heauenlye beautpt, mas 
keth lightly and beautifull what euer ſhee toucheth, and moſte 
of all, if the body, where hee dwelleth , bet not ol lo vile a mat- 
ter, that hee can not impꝛint in it hir pzopertie. Therefoze Beau - 
tie is the true monument and ſpople of the victoꝛyt of the ſoult, 
when ſhe with heauenly influence beareth rule ouer mattriall and 
groſſt nature, and wyth hir lighte oucrcommeth the darkeneſſe 
of the bodye. It is not then to bee ſpoken that Beautie maketh 
women pzoude oz cruell, althoughe it ſeeme ſo to M. Morello. 
Neyther pet oughte beautifull women to beare the blame ot that 
hatred, mortalitye, and deſtruction, Whych the vnbzidled appetites 
ok men arc the cauſe ok. J will not nowe denyt, but it is poſſſ- 


ble alſo to finde in the woꝛlde beautifull women vnchaſte, yet not 


bycauſe beautye enclineth them to vnchaſte living, foꝛ it rather 
plucketh them from it, and leadeth them into the waye of vertu⸗ 
ous condicions, thzoughe the affinityc that beautye hathe wyth 
geodneſſe : But otherwbyle pll bzynqyng vp, the continuall pꝛo⸗ 
uocations of loners, tokens, pourrtie,hope,deceites, feare, and a 
thouſande other matters ouercome the ſtedkaſtentſſe. pea of beau⸗ 
tifull and god women: and foz theſe and lyke cauſes maye alſo 
beautifull men become wicked. Then ſaide the L. Ceſar: In 
caſe the Lozde Gaps ſaying bit true of yeſternyght , there is 
no doubt, but the faire women be moꝛt chaſte than the foule. Ind 


what was my ſaping, quoth the L. Gaar The L.Ceſer _— 
r * 
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red : It J doe well beare in mynde, youre ſaping was, that The 
women that are ſued to, alwayed refuſe to ſatiſFye bim that ſueth 
to them, but thoſe that are not ſued to, ſue to others , There is no 
doubt but the beautifull women haut alwayes moze ſuiters, and 
be moꝛe inſkantely laide at in loue, than the foule . Therefoze the 
beautifull alwayes denye, and conſequentlye be moꝛe chaſte than 
the foule, whyche not beeing ſued to, (ue vnto others. M. peter 
Bembo laughed and ſaid : This argument can not bee annſwered 
to. Jfterward he pzocecded, It chaunceth alſo ofrentimes, that as 
the other ſenſes, ſo the ſight is dectyued, and iudgeth a face beau⸗ 
tifull, whiche indeede is not beautifull . Ind bycauſc in the tyts. 
and in the whole countenaunce of ſome women, a man behol- 
deth otherwhile a certaine lauiſh want onneſſe painted wyth diſho- 
neſte flickerings, many whome that manner delighteth bycauſe 
it pꝛomiſcth them an ecaſinefſc to come by the thyng that they co- 
uet, call it beauty: buf inderde it is a cloked vnſhamekaſtneſſe vn⸗ 
worthy of ſo hononrable and holy a name . M. peter Bembo helde 
bis peace, and thoſe Lozds ſtill were carneſt vppon him toſpeake 
ſomewhat moze of this loue, x of the way to tniop beauty aright, 
4 at thc laſt, Pe thinke (quoth he) haue ſhewed plainly inough, 
that olde men may loue moze happily than pong. whych was my 
dzift,therfoze it belongeth not me to enter any karther. Count Le- 

wis an(wered:Pou haue better declared the vnluckyneſſe ol yong 

men, than the-happyneſſe of olde men, whome you haut not as 

yet taught, what wayt they muſtt followe in this lout of thtirs: 

ontlyt you haut ſaide, that they muſte ſuffer themſtlues to bee 

guided by reaſon, and the opinion of many is, that it is vnpoſſy - 

ble fox lout to ſt and with reaſon. ®embo notwithſtanding ſought 

to make an endt ofreaſoning,but the Dutcheſſe deſired him to ſap 

on, and hee b:gan thus afreſſe To vnluckye wert the nature of 

man, if oure ſoule (in the whiche this ſo feruent couetyng maye 

lightely ariſe) ſhoulde bee dzinen to nouriſhe it wyth that onclye, 

whyche is common to hir wyth beaſtes, and coulde not tourne Senſe 
it to the other noble parte, Whycht is pzoper to hir. Therefoze ; 
ſince it is ſo youre pleaſure : I will not refuſe to reaſon vpponthis Ncaton. 
noble matter. And bicauſe J know _ vnwozthy to talke - p

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moltt holy million I belcet he him to ltade my thought, 

and my tong lo, that I map (hewe this excellente Courtier how 
to loue contraty to the wonted manner of the commune ignozant 
loꝛtt. And tuen as tcom my clulotbode J haue dedicated all my 
whole litt vnto hym, ſo allo no vt that my woꝛdes may be aun⸗ 
were able to the ſame intent, and to the pꝛaiſe of bym, I ſay thers 
foze, that duct tht naturt of man inyoutyfull age is ſo mucht en» 
clined to ſenſe. it may be graunted tut Couttier, while be is yong, 
to loue (enfually.2Sut in caſe afterward alſo in hys nper yeres, he 
chaunce to be (tt on fyꝛt with this couetiug of long. he ought to be 
gad and cjreumſpectiana heedifull,that bebeguile not himſelfe,to 
be Itad wilfully into the wzetchedueſſe , that in yong men deler- 
ueth moze to bet pittied than blamed: and contrarywiſe in olde 
men, moꝛe tobe blamed than pu tied. Tbereloꝛe when an amtable 
countenaunce of a beautifull woman commeth in bis ſygbte, that

an agreement with hirs, aſſont as he is aware that his eyes ſnatch 
that image and cary it to the heart, and that the ſoule beegynneth 
to beholde it with pleaſure,and freleth within hirſelfe the influence 
that ſtirreth hir, and by little and little ſcttcth hir in beate, and 
that thoſeliucly ſpirits, that twinckle oute thzoughe the eyes, put 
continually freſh nouriſhement to the fyꝛe: hee oughte in this be⸗ 
ginnyng to ſceke a ſpredye remedye and to raiſe vppe reaſon, and 
with bir, to fenſe the foztreſſe of his bart, and to ſhut in ſucht wiſe 
the paſſages againſt ſcnſe and appetites; that they maye enter ni» 
ther with fozce noz ſubtill pꝛactiſe.

whome beautye is the verpe butte to leuell at: namelye , the 
vertue of ſeeyng . Lette hym lapt aſide therefoze the blinde iudgt⸗ 
mente of the ſenſe and enioye with his eyes the biyghtneſle, fhe' 
comelyneſſe, the louyn g ſparkles, laughters', geſtures, and 
all the other pleaſaunte furnitoures ofbrautye : eſpectallye with 
hearyng the (weetencſe of hit voice, the tunablearſle of hir wo ds, 
the melodye ok hir ſyngyng and playing on inſtrumetes (in 
caſt' the woman betloued tt a muſitian-) and ſo ſhall hee wyt 
moſte daintyt ſchde feeve the ſoule thꝛougbe the incanrs of theſe:

louer, if (hee plcaſed him with this , than with the (weeteneſſe of 
langnage that pou ſpeake ok. Maiſter Peter Bembo, laughed and 
ſaide;Pou muſt not (M. Morello)paſſe your boundes. J map tell 
you, it is not a (mal token that a woman loucth, when [hee giueth 
vnto hir loucr hir beautie, which is ſo pzecious a matter:and by the 
wapyes that be a paſſage to the ſoule (that is to (ape, the ſight + the 
hearing lende th the lokts ol hir eyes,the imagt of hir countenace, 
and the voice of hir wozds, that perce into the louers hart, giue a 
witnecſle of hit loue. M. M orello (aid:Leokes and wozds may be, x 
oftentimes are falſe witneſſes. Therefoze who lo hath not a better 
pledge of loue(in my iudgement)he is in an ill afſurance. Ind ſure- 
ly I lokedſtill that you woulde haut made this woman of yours 
ſomewhat moze courteous and free toward the Courtier than my 
L. J. lian hath made his:but(me ſeemeth)ye be both of the pzoperty 
of thoſe iudges, that (to wig wilt) giue ſentence againſte their 


owne. Bembo laid: am well d to haut this woman muche 
moze courteous toward my iet not yong, than the L. Juli- 
«ns is to the pong: t that with god reaſon, bicauſt mine coueteth 
but honeſt matters. and thcrfoze may the woman graunt bym tht 
al without blame. But my L. J«lians woman that is not (0 aſſu- 


red of the modeſty of the yong man, ought to graunt him the ho- 
nelt matters only, and deny bim the diſhoneſke . Therefoze moze 
happy is mine, that hath-granted him whatlotuer he requireth, than 
the other, that hath part graũted. and part denicd. Ind bicauſe you 
may,mozcouer the better vnderſtand, that reaſonable lout is moze 
happy than ſenſuall, J (ay vnto you, that ſelfe ſame things in ſen⸗ 
ſuall ought ta be denied otherwhile, and in rtaſonable.granttd:bi⸗ 
+ caule in the one, they be honeſt, and in the other diſhoneſt. T bere⸗ 
koꝛe the woman to pleeſe bir god loucr, beſide the graunting him 
mery counttnancts, familiar and ſecrttt talkt. ieſtyng, dalying, 
band in hand, may allo lawiully and without blame com to kiſ- 
ſing;wbich in ſenſual lout accozding to the L. Julians rules, is not 
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if is fo be feared, lraſt the ſenſuall loner will be moze inclincd to 
the parte of the body, than ofthe ſoule:but the reaſonable louet wo- 
teth well, that although the mouth be a parcell of the body, yet is it 
an iſſue fox the wozdes, that be the interpzeters of the ſoule, and foz 
the (nwarde bzcath, which is alſo called the ſoule:and therfoze hath 
a delite to iopnt his month with the womans beloued with a kifſe: 
not to ſtirte him to any vnhoneſt deſire, but bycauſe be fecleth that, 
that bonde is the opening of an entrie to the ſoules, which dꝛawen 
with a coucting the one of the other, powze themſclues by turne 
the one into the others body, and be ſo mingled togither, that cche 
of them hath two ſoults, and one alone ſo framed of them bothe 
ruleth (in a maner) two bodies. Ulherevpon a kiffe may be (ayd 
to be rather a coupling togither of the ſoult, thã of the body, bitauſe 
it hath ſuch fozce in hit, that it dꝛaweth hit vnto it, and as it were) 
ſeparatcth hir from the bodie. Foz this do all cyaſte loners couct 
a kiſſe, as a couplyng of ſonles togither. Ind therefoze Plato the | 
diuine louer ſaith, that in kiſſing his ſoule came as farre 48 bis = 
lippes to dep erte out of the body. Ind bitauſe the ſeparating ofthe 
ſoult from the matters of the ſenſe. and the thzough coupling hy; 
with matters ol vnderftanding may be betokened by a kiſſe, 5 alo- 
mon ſaith in his heauenly broke of Balates, Oh that he would kiſſe 
me with a kiſſe of his mouth, to expyrlſſe the deſire he had, that bis 
ſoule might be raniſhed thzough heauenly loue tothe btholding of 
heauenly beautie in ſuche maner, that conpling bir ſelfe inwardly 
with it, hee might koꝛlake the body. They ſtode all yearkening 
heedefully to Bembos reaſoning, and after he had ſtayde a while, EY 
and ſaw: that none ſpake, he ſayde : Since you haue made mc to 
beginne to ſhewe our not yong Courtier this happie loue, J will 
leade him pet ſomewhat farther foꝛwardes, bycauſe to ſfande ſtill 
at this tay were ſomewhat perillous foz him, conſideryng as wee 
hauc oftentimes (apde)the ſoult is moſt inclined to the ſenſes, ond 
foz all reaſon with diſcourſt choſcth well, and knoweth that beau · 
tie not foſpzing of the body, and therefoze letteth a bzydle to the 
vnhoueſt defires, yerto beholde it alwayes in that body, dothe of- 
tentimes coꝛrupt the right iudgement. Ind where no other in- 
comenience inſueth vpon it, once abſence from the wight —_ 
carit 
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carieth a grtate paſſion with tt: bycauſe the influence of that 


beantie when it is pzeſent , gyueth a wonderous delite to the lo» 
ver, and ſcttyng his hart on fire,quickencth and melteth certayne 
vertues in a traunce and congeltd in the ſoule, the whiche nouri⸗ 
ſhed with the heate of lout, flow about + go bubbling nigh b hart, 
and thzuſt out thzough the eyts thoſe ſpirites, whiche dee moſte 
fyne vapoures made of the pureſt and cleereſt parte of the bloud, 
whiche recrpue the image of beautie , aud decke it wyth a thou⸗ 
ſande ſundzy fournitures . Wherevppon the ſoult taketh a 
dclite, and with a certayne wonder is agaſt , and yet enioycth 
{hee it, and (as it wert) aſtonicd togither with the pleaſure, 
fceleth the feare and ttuertuct that menne accuſtomably baut to- 
warde holy matters, and thinketh hy? ſclfe to be in Paradiſe , 

The louer thercfoze that conſidereth oncly the beautic in the bo⸗ 
die, loſeth this treaſure and happineſſe, aſſone as the woman 
beloucd with hyz departureleaucth the eyes without thepz bzight- 
neſſe, and conſtquently the ſoule as a widdowe without hyꝛ 10y. 
Foz ſince beautie is farre off, that influence of loue ſetteth not the 
harte on fire, as it dyd in pzeſence. Wherevpon the poares be 
dꝛytd vp and wythertd, and yet docth the remembzaunce of beau; 
tie ſomewhat ſtyzre thoſe vertucs of the ſoule in ſuch wile, that 
they leckt to ſcatter abzoade the Spirites , and they findyng the 
wayts cloſed vp, haue no iſſue, and ſill they ſecke to get aut, 
ſo with thoſe ſhootings incloſed,pzicke the ſoule, and tozment hy: 
bitterly, as pong childzen, when in their tender gummes they be- 
ginne to bzcede teeth , Ind hence come the feares, ugbts, vera» 
tions and tozmentcs of louers : Bycauſe the ſoule is always 
in affliFion and trauaylt and (in a maner)wareth wode, vntil the 
beloued bcautie commeth befoze byꝛ once againe, and then is (hce 
immediatly pacified and taketh bzcath, and thzoughly bent to it, 
is nouriſhed with moſte daintie fode, and by hyz will, would ne- 
ucr departe from lo werte a light. To auopde therefoze the toz⸗ 
ment of this abſence, and to enioy beautie without paſſion, the 
Courtitr by the helpe of reaſon muſte full and wholp coll backt 
againe the couetyng of the body to beauty alone, and (ir ohat he 
can) behold it in it ſelfe imple and pure,and frame it within in big 
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imaginstion ſundꝛed from all matter, and ſo make it friendly and 
louing to hys ſoule, and there cnioy it, and haue it with him day 
and night, in cuery tymt and place, without miſtruſt ener to loſe 
it: keeping alwapes faſt in minde, that the body is a moſte diucrſe 
thing krom beautit, an) not oncly not encreaſcth,but dimim eth 
the perfcifion of it. In this wiſe Wall our not pong Courticr 
bee out ok all bitteeneſſe and wꝛetchedneſſe that yong menne feele 
( in a maner ) contiaually, as itlouſics, ſuſpicions, diſdayncs, 
angers, deſperations and certayne rages full of madneſſt, wheres 
by many tymts they be ledde into ſo greate crrour, that ſoine doe 
not only btatt the women whom they loue, but ridde theinſelues 
out of they} like. Het (hall do no w2ong to the Huſbande, Fa- 
ther, Bꝛethzen oz Kinſfolxe of the women beloued, Hee Wall 
not bꝛyng hyꝛ in ſclaunder. He Wall not be in cafe with much a do 
otherwhple to rcfrapne his eyes and tung from difconeryng his 
deſires to others. He ſhall not take thought at departure oz in 
abſence, bycauſe hee (hall cuermoze carie his precious treaſure a- 
boute with hom ſhutte kalle within his hearte . Ind beſide, tho⸗ 
toughtht vertue of imagination, hc hall faſhion within himſelfe 
that beautic muche moze fayze than it is in decde , But among 
theſe commodities, the loutt ſhall find an other yet karre greater, in 
caſe he will take this lout fox a ſtayꝛe ( as it were) to clime vp to an 
other karrt higher than it. The whiche he ſhall bꝛyng to paſſe, if he 
will go and conſider with himſelt, what a ſtraight bonde it is to be 
alwapts in the trouble to beholde the beautie of one body alone. 
And thercfoze to come out of this ſo narrow a romme, he ſhall ga⸗ 
ther in his thought by litle andlitle ſo many oznaments,that mcd» 
diyng all beantics togither, hee (hall make an vniuerſall conceyt, 
ano bzing the multitude of them to the vnitie of one alone, that is 
generally ſpꝛed ouer all the nature of man, Ind thus ſhall hee bes 
holde nomoze the particuler beautie of one woman, but an vniuers 
ſall. at decketh out all bodies, Utherevpon beyng made dimme 
with this greater light, he hal not paſſe vp6 the leſſcr,and burning 
in a moze excellent flame, he (hal litle eſteeme it, that he ſette great 
ſtoꝛt by at the firff, This ſtapꝛe of lone, though it be very noble & 
ſuch as few artiut at{t,yet is it not in this ſozt to be called _ 
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fozſourtiche as where the imagination is of fozce to make conurys 
ance, and hath no knowledge, but thzough thoſe beginnings that 
the ſenſes helpe hyz withall, (hee is not cleane purged from groſſe 
darkeneſſe : and thercfoze though (lee do conſider that vniuerſall 
trautic in (under and in it ſclfe alone, pet doeth (hre not well and 
clearely diſcerne it, noz without ſome doubtefalneſſe, by reaſon 
of the agreement that the fanſies haue with the body. Wherts 
foze ſuch as come to this loue, art like pong Bir des almoſt luſhe, 
whiche foz all they flitter a litle their tender wings, ytt dare they 
not ſtray karre from the neſte, noz committe thewſclues to the 
wynde and open weather. When our Courtier therefoze ſhall be 
come to this poynt, although het may be called a god and happy 
louer, in teſpeſt of them that be dzowned in the miſerie of ſenſuall 
lone,yct will J not haue him to ſet his hart at reſt, but boldly pꝛo⸗ 
ccede farther, folo wing the highe way alter his guyde, that leadeth 
him to the popnt of true happineſſe . Ind thus in ſtetde of goyng 
out of his witte with thought, as he mull do that will conſider the 
bodily btauty, he may come into his witte, to beholde the bcauty 
that is ſeene with the eyes of the minde, whiche then beginne to be 
(harp and thozough ſeing. when the eyes of the body loſe the floure 
of theyꝛ ſightlyncſſe . Therefoze the ſoult ridde of vices, purged 
with the ſtudies of true Philoſophie , occupied in ſpirituall , and 
exerciſcd in matters of vnderſtanding, turnyng byꝛ to the bchol- 
dyng of hyꝛ owne ſubſtaunce, as it were rayſed out of a moſte 
deepe ſleepe, opencth the eyts that all menne haut, and fewe oc 
cupie, and ſecth in hyꝛ ſelfe a ſhyning beame of that light, whiche 
is the true image of the Jngelike beautie partened with byz, 
whereof ſhee alſo partneth witbthe body a feeble ſhadowe : Ther 
foze weredblinde aboute earthly matters, is made moſte quicke 
of fight aboute heauenly, Ind otherwhile when the ſtirring ver» 
tuts of the body are withdzawen alone thzough earneſt beholving, 
tyther faſte bounde though Ceepe, whan (hee is not hinvzed by 
them, (hee fecleth a certayne pzyuie (mell of the right Tungelike 
beantie, and rauiſbed with the ſhinyng of that light, begin⸗ 
neth to be inflamed, and ſo greevily foloweth after, that (in a- 
manuer) ſhee wertth dzonken and beſide hyz ſclfe, fox uy 
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to couple hirſelfe wih it, hau ing founde(tohir weening)the fote ⸗ 
ſteps o God, in tie begolding ol whome (as in hit happy eade;}ſhe 
ſeeketh to ſettle hirſelfe . Ind therfoze burning in this mo happp 
flame, hee arileth to the nobleſt parte of hir ( whyche is the vn⸗ 
derſtanding. and there no inoze ſhadowed with the darke night of 
earthiye matters, ſerth the hcaucnlye brautye : but yct docth 
ſhee not foz all that enioycit altogyther pecfeifiye; by ca uſeſhcbe- 
holdeth it only in hir particuiar vnderſtandyng, whychc can not 
conceiue the paſſyng greate vniuet all beautye : wycrevppon not 
thzoughly ſatilũtd with this b:nefite, louc giucth vnto the ſoult a 
greater happineſſe. Foz like as thzoughe the particular bcautye of, 
one body he guioeth hir to the vniuerſall beauty of al bodics:Euen 
o in the laſt degree of perfeition thzough particular vnderſtanding 
be guydeth bir to the vniuerſall vnderſtandyng. Thus the ſoule 
kindledin the moſt holy fpze of true heauenly loue, flecth to couple 
hicſelfe with the nature of Jungclles, and not onlye cleane fozſa- 
keth ſenſe, but hath no moze necde of the diſcourſe of reaſon , fog 
being changed into an Ingell, ſhe vnderſtandeth all tyyngs that 
map be vnderſt&o0 : and without auy beile oz cloude, (hee lecth the 
maine ſea of the pure heuenly beauty and receyuecth it into hir, and 
enioyeth þ ſoueraigne happineſſe, that can not be compzehended of 
the ſenſes. Since therfoze the beauties, whiche we daily ſee with 
theſe oure dimme eyes in bodies ſubitit᷑ to coꝛruption, that neuer- 
thclefſe ber nothyng elſe but dꝛeames and moſt thinne adowes 
of beautyt, ſceme vnto vs ſo well fanouredand comelye, that 
oftentymes they kindle in vs a moſte burning fyze. and with ſuch 
delight, that we reckenno happinefſe may be compared to it, that 
we feele otherwhile thꝛon zh the only lone which tbe beloued coun» 

tenaunce of a womã caſteth at vs: what happy wonder, what blcſ- 

fed abafhment may we reckenthat'tobe, that takcth the ſoules, 

Whiche tome to haue a ſpght ofthe heauenly beauty? what ſwecte 

flame?Uhat ſ@te incenſe may a man beleeue that to be. which a⸗ 


riſeth of the fountapn,of the ſoucraigne and right beautic? Mby⸗ 
che is the oziginall of all other beautie, whychc neuex encreas 
ſeth noꝛ diminichtth al wayts beautifull, and of it ſelfe, aſwell on 
the one part as on the other, mod wpte , onely like it ſelfe, and 
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patfncr o nene other, bat in ſurhe wilt brautyfull, hat all other 
beautiful thinxb be drautitul, dicauſe they be partners of the beau⸗ 
fpe beit. This is te b:auty vnſeparable fcom the bighe bountie, 
which with hir voyct calleth and dꝛaweth to hir all thynges : ano 


not onelye to the indow:d wth vadecſtandyng gyueth vaders 


ſtandyng, to the reaſonable reaſon, to the ſenſuall ſenſe and ap» 
petite to hue, but alſo partaketh with plantes and ſtones (as a 
piint of hirlelte)ſtirting. and the naturall pzouocation of their po- 
petties. So muche therefoze is this loue greater and bhappyer 
than others, as the cauſe that ſtirreth it, is-moze excellent. Ind 
thetekoze, as common fpze tryeth goldt and maketh it fyne , ſa 
thys moſte holyefpze in ſoulcs deſtroytth and conlumcth whatſo- 


Thedali and ener there is mogtall in them, andrelicucth and maketh beautify!

Thys is the fyꝛyt 
buſhe of 4oſes'; The dtupded: tongues of fyze : The inflamed 
Chariot of Heli: whpche- doubvleth grace and happpnt ſſe in 
thtyꝛ ſoules that be wozthy to ſec it, when they fozſake thys earth» 
ly baſencſſe, and flce vppe vnto heaucn, Let vs therfoze bende 
all oure foxce and thoughtes of ſoule to this moſte holy light, that 
ſhewethvsthe waye whiche leavethto-heauen : andafter it, puts 
tyng off the afeions wet wire cladiat ourt commyng downe , 
let vs cllint vp the ſtairts, whyche at the lowermoſt Reppe haue 
the ſhadow of ſenſuall beautye, to the bigbe manſion place whtre 
the heauenly, amiable and right/beautye dwelleth , whiche lycth 
hidde in the iunermoſte ſecretes of God, lraſte vnhalowed eyes 
ſhould? come to the ſygott ol it: and there ſhall we kynde a moſte

What tongue moꝛtall is there then (O moſte 
bdly laut) that can ſafficiently pꝛapſe thy woꝛtdints? Thounoſt) 
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nenlye beautyt, godneſſt and wiſtdome. and thertin doſte thou 
abide, and vnto it th}oiight it, (as in a citclt) tourneſt. aboute; 
Thou the moſte derte donde of the wordt, a incane bectwixte 
heauenlye and earthlye thyngs, wyth a dounfifull temper bendeſt 
the-highe-vertues tothe goucrnement of the lower, and tournyng 
backt the myndts of moꝛtall men to their begynnyng, coupleſt 
them wythit Thou wyth agreement bzyngeſt the Elementts in 
one, ſtirteſt nature to bzing fozth, and that whyche ariſeth and is 
bozne fox the ſucceſſion of the life.

died the fathers of olde time, whoſe loules wyth moſt ferucnt zeale
